Masferrer was allegedly behind an invasion group 
which departed Miami on 10-4-60 and landed in Cuba, members 
of which were captured by Cuban authorities. Some of this 
group were executed.

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On 11/8/60, Special Agents, FBI, observed camp of 
MASFERRER supporters and interviewed 17 individuals who were 
located at this camp. Camp consisted merely of clearing in 
woods and men were observed sleeping on Army folding cots 
with mosquito netting. No firearms were observed or located 
on island, which is uninhabited, and only individuals on island 
are members of MASFER&ER group. The Individuals denied 
they planned to proceed directly to Cuba for an invasion, and 
indicated group would be enlarged to approximately 90 men. 

On 11/9/60, ROLANDO MASFERRER voluntarily advised 
that aforementioned camp being utilised to keep anti-Communist 
and anti-CASTRO supporters in good physical condition and 
out of populated areas where they could possibly cause trouble. 
MASFERRER stated he hoped to expand group to approximately 400 
men and indicated they would not leave island direct for Cuba. 
He indicated there were no actual plans for the group; that 
this was merely a staging area; and, that any invasion would 
be from a neutral country where they would be furnished with 
necessary arms and supplies.

MASFERRER on several occasions, and particularly on November 
9, 1960, HASFERRER stated that it is common knowledge among 
Latins and those Interested In Latin American affairs, es- 
pecially Cubans, that the Frente Revolucionario Democrat ico 
(FRD) is engaged In very large recruiting activity, both In 


at the FID Is permitted to use short 
wave facilities, not only against the Communist Government 
of Cuba, but other factions fighting CASTRO which have not 
been placed under the political authority of MANUEL de 
VARONA. Specifically, he advised that he had been attacked 
by this broadcast directed to Cuba, apparently from New 
York. 


He also indicated that « large majority<\;.;. 
of the men recruited by the FRD were o' former members 
of the Cuban National Army who had fought against CASTRO 
and the Communists in the past, while VARONA helped CASTRO 

- D - 
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to allow the Russians and Red Chinese enter Into Cuba. He 
related that VARONA la egotistical to such an extent that 
he is waging a private war against Cuban exiles who are 
strongly against Communists and CASTRO and thereby creating 
lisuni£y among Cuban exiles. He also advised that CARLOS 
[Oy ^OCARRAS , former .President jof^Cuba, had not been 
attacked openly by VARONA, while FRIO continues to reside in 
Cuba. He expressed a desire to be able to join the FRD 
and stated he would go along with any completely unified 
force, irrespective as to whether or not VARONA was the head 
of such an organization. 



He also advised that he would cease all opera- 
tions in his anti-CASTRO movement if so directed by the 
United States Government. He actually had considered dis-. 
banding his organization, noting that he had disbanded MAdC; 
however, as a result of a recent meeting of approximately 
twenty- three organizations ~in Miami during the first part 
of November, 1960, he had received renewed support and there- 
by believed that his endeavor* could be of value, not 
only to realizing a free, peaceful Cuba, but a renewed 
fellowship and warm relationship with the United States.

ROLANDO ARC AD 10 HAS FERRER ROJAS was interviewed 
at bis residence , 1900 Southwest 21st Terrace, Miami, Florida, 
during which time he advisedjthat ths^Mili^ias i Anti -Comuni at as 
Obreras jr Campesinas (>^0(^^^Jti-CfomDiuni8t Laborers and 
Farmers Militia) is rarely active in ^liami ..sal d activity 
being an occasional meeting to maintain the-“old bonds" of 
that organization. Re explained that the meetings were 
held at the residences of various members of the organization, 
that they were informal in nature, and merely consisted of 
a discussion regarding the current Cuban situation at that 
particular time. 

MASFERRER advised that there was no formal 
organization of the MAOC in the United States, and for that 
reason, no steps had been taken to register the organization 
under the Foreign Agents Registration Act of 1938, as amended. 

He stated the MAOC ijy Miami " prints a j*ekly_news le tter o(-/> /•* 

under the title of J^bertad," which is distributed each Cr'» * v S 7 a / 
Sunday. He also iravised that the "Libertad" is prepared on*“ ' / 
a multilith, consisting of news items and Cuban propaganda - ■ 
concerning happenings both in Cuba and the United States.

He identified the individuals as follows: 


MASFERRER also advised that through sources 
available to him, whose identity he did not care to disclose, 
with contacts in the Cuban Government, he had ascertained 
the following three individuals who formerly were associated 
with him and the members of his organization (MAOC), returned

MASFERRER pointed out that although the above three 
Individuals had not acted on behalf of the FIDEL CASTRO 
Government in the past, that Government was able to bring 
to bear certain pressures vhich might have changed their 
position with respect to the Government of Cuba. MASFERRER 
continued that such pressures are brought to bear upon 
members of families currently residing in Cuba.

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On September 20 , 1960 , the "Miami Mews," a daily 
Miami newspaper, contained an article captioned, "MASFERRER 
Rebels In Cuba Hills," which reflected Cuban sources in 
Miami alleged a fifty-man anti -CASTRO force, backed by 
former BATISTA strongman ROLANDO MAS FERRER, had successfully 
invaded Cuba the week. end of September 17 and 18 , 1960 . 

The article stated these counterrevolutionaries were 
operating as of September 20 , 1960 , in the Escambray 
Mountains, Las Villas, Cuba. The article continued that 
the group was led by "INDIO FEREA," and had the backing 
of former "Senator ANSEIMO ALUEGRO" and "JULI^^tGLESIAS," 
former President -of Cuban j$be 11. Petroleum Company, both . 
Cuban exiles residing in the United States. c

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The article described MAS FERRER as head of a 
private terrorist army called "The Tigers" and a former 
Senator of Cuba during the regime of FULGENCIO BATISTA, 
former President of Cuba. It continued that he, MASFERRER, 
was one of the most hated men in Cuba during the BATISTA 
regime, and therefore, alleged that the presence of a 
group sponsored by MASFERRER would be of no strategic 
value to the estimated 800 rebels already harassing 
CASTRO forces from the Escambray Mountains. The article 
further pointed out that if true, this action would give 
FIDEL CASTRO a trump card to play at the United Nations (UN) 
meeting in New York City, with FIDEL CASTRO in attendance. 

It also backed up the claim of the CASTRO Government of 
Cuba that they needed arms to protect Cuba from attacks 
launched from the United States mainland by former BATISTA 
adherents.

ROLANDO MASFERRER was Interviewed at his residence , 
1900 Southwest 21st Terrace, Miami, Florida. At the outset of 
the interview, he was advised be did not have to make a state- 
ment, he had the right to consult an attorney, and any state- 
ments made by him could be used against him in a court of law. 
He was also advised of the provisions of the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act of 1938, as amended, and the Neutrality Act. 

No threats or promises were made to MASFERRER, and he furnished 
the following information voluntaries 


He advised the story which appeared in the "Miami 
News" on September 20, 1960, was entirely false. He said 
he did not have any knowledge of any expeditions to Cuba; 
however, he considered FIDEL CASTRO one of his bitterest 
enemies. He described the CASTRO Government of Cuba as a 
Communist satellite of Soviet Russia, and Indicated he 
had directed the members of his organization Milicias Anti- 
Comunistas Obreras y Campesinas/MAOC), to eupport and join 
t^-^Ftente y^evolucionario Democrat ico (FRD) .i-^MAS FERRER 
indicated he was mot in accordance with or supporting MANUEL_ 
ANTQNIO DH^’ARO^OLOREDO (TQN^VARONA) other le^ers gf ' 
the FRD, but fte recognized t ne fact thatf m.v ‘ wg^i'ea&on , , . 

which is basically anti-Communist and anti-CASTRO, has more 
support and apparently better facilities and financial backing 
than any other anti-CASTRO or Cuban counterrevolutionary movement 
in existence today. He indicated a group of men, formerly 
members of MAOC, recently left the Miami area with the FRD. 

He stated he was not aware of their present location; however, 
it was possible they were in the Eecambiay Mountains, Las 
Villas, Cuba. 

MASFERRER also advised the MAOC had been completely 
dissolved, and the majority of members plan to join and/or 
support the FRD. He indicated a coun terrevolutionary group in 
Cuba, formerly known as "The^flgeE^ M « had assumed the name 
JlPEjercito Nacional Cubana" (ENC) . 'He staged ; this organization would 
S '. render him support when and if he should return to Cuba, where he 
hoped to be able to return, health permitting. He believed the 
ENC consisted of approximately 11,000 members, with the largest 
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group centered in Orient* Province , Cuba. He explained the 
ENC was broken into cel lular groups of the 22 municipalities 
in Oriente Province. He also advised there were some 
members in Havana. 

He advised ARMENTXNO FERIa PEREZ , also known 
as "EL INDIO", was formerly associate! with him during the 
time he was Senator In Cuba during the BATISTA regime , and 
had acted a a a poll ticel troubleshooter. F,<e related FERIA 
fought in the Spanish Civil War in Spain, and arrived in 
Cuba shortly thereafter. During hie acquaintanceship with 
FERIA, he has pro veil himself to be anti •-C-wravtirt and a 
natural born leader. He asserted that FER7A. suffered an 
accident during the Spanish Civil W&r, which ha* resulted 
in permanent injury, and he did not believe FERIA would 
actually be physically able to fight agal'c. He described 
FERIA as about fifty years of age, and stated he currently 
resides at 1651 West Flagler Street, Miami, is a rooming 
house. He also adviffcd FERIA did not have a formal education, 
and was unemployed at the preheat time. 1U believed FERIA, 
during his presence i:u the Domini c’.ai Republic (DR), had worked 
for Generalissimo RaFAEL TRUJILLO, leader of the DR. 

HASFERRER volunteered to present FERIA to the Mliai Office. 

MAS FERRER sv-.atei he was a perewal friend of 
ANSEIMO ALIEGRO, f oncer president of the Cuban Senate 
during the BATISTA regime, currently residing at Miami 
in exile. He stated ALXEjZRO had helped him financially 
on several occasions, not further described, as he had 
helped other Cuban exiles when they first arrived from 
Cuba without funds or the means of living. He stated 
he did not believe ALIEGRO, to hie knowledge, had sent a 
group to Cuba, indicating he believed if such had been 
the case, he would have had knowledge of same. 
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MASFERKER also advised he was acqurfnted with 
JULIO IGLESIAS, former President of Shell Petroleum Oil 
Company in Cuba, but that since his, MAS FERRER* s , arrival 
in Miami, he had not conversed with or received any 
support, financial or otherwise, from IGLESIAS. He 
indicated IGLESIAS resides in West Palm Beach, Florida, 
at the present time, and he did not have any knowledge 
of IGLESIAS being engaged in any Cuban counterrevolutionary 
activities. 


MASFERRER stated he had contacted the "Diario 
Las Americas", a Spanish language newspaper printed Ally 
in Miami, asking they inform their readers that the 
afore-mentioned story which appeared in the "Miami Hews" on 
September 20, 1960, was entirely false. He also indicated 
he planned to contact the~ , *Miami News" personally and so 
inform them the story was not true, and ask them to print 
a retraction of the story. 

On September 22, 1960, ROLANDO MASFERRER voluntarily 
advised that an article had appeared in the "Diarib Las 
Americas" on September 22, 1960, reflecting that the alleged 
trip of MASFERRER and FERIA to Cuba was not true, and further, 
that MASFERRER had not sponsored or sent a group to Cuba 
to fight CASTRO forces. He also advised that be had bean 
in contact with the 'Miami News", and was informed they 
would print a retraction of the article of September 20, 

1960. He indicated he was meeting with a reporter of the 
"Miami News" on September 23, 1960, with FERIA, and hoped 
the "Miami News" would publish their photographs with 
the forthcoming article. 
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and other Cubans in exile In Miami that the foregoing 
individuals, during their stay in Miami as Cuban political 
exiles, were actually working for the CASTRO Government 
of Cuba. It was noted that if the Cuban Government changes 
hands, that those Individuals now associated with the 
current Government of Cuba will, in tum,esk for political 
asyluqi in the United States. 
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He stated that Information contains 
article ijhich recently appeared in the "Miami News" on 
September 20, 1960, alleging that MASFERftKR ' s invaders of 
Cuba were financially backed by AN S ELMO ALIEGEO, JULIO 
IGLESIAS and another exile was incorrect in several particu 
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lars. He stated that IGLESIAS was not, and had not In the 
past been connected with ROLANDO MASFERRER or the events 
referred to In the article. He also advised that IGLESIAS 
sent a letter to the "Miami Dally News" September 28, 1960, 
Informing them of the above, and Indicated that he still 
had a number of members of his Immediate family residing 
In Cuba. 

A mimeographed "throw-away" pamphlet entitled, 
"Llbertad" (Liberty) dated October 2, 1960, published by 
ROLANDO MASFERRER, mentioned that Captain ARMENTINO FERIA, 
aka "El Indio" (The Indian) , described as a veteran of 
the Spanish Civil War and of the Sierra Maestra campaign 
In Cuba during the CASTRO revolution, was a leader of the 
Ejercito Nacional Cub an a (Cuban National Army) (KNC) in 
Cuba. The article indicated the invasion force had landed - 
at: Central Tanama,Cayo Mambi, north coast of Oriente 
Province, Cuba. It indicated there were thirty-seven soldiers 
captured who were armed with modem, Czechoslovakian 
weapons, and the first victory of the ENC had not lost a 
single man and had killed nine individuals described as 
Communists. The article indicated that more than one 
hundred citizens of Cuba assisted in the march with them 
into the hills near the Miguel River.

ROLAHDO ARC AD 10 MASFERRER ROJAS, 1900 S. W. 21st 
Terrace, Miami, was interviewed at his residence.' At the 
outset of the interview, he was Informed of the Provis- 
ions Qf the Foreign Agents Registration Act of 1948, as 
Amended; the Neutrality Act; and, cautioned against making 
false statements to the FBI. He was also informed he did 
not have to make any statements and any statement he 
made could be used against him in a court of law. He was 
also advised he had the right to consult an attorney. 

He advised that the successful expedition to 
Cuba under the leadership of ARMENTINO FERIA PEREZ, also 
known as "El Indio," described as a former political trouble- 
shooter for MASFERRER in Cuba, had arrived on the northeast 
coast of Cuba on or about October 3, 1960. He stated the 
invaders consisted of former professional Army and military 
men in Cuba, and members of defunct organizations known 
as Milicias Anti-Comunistas Obreras y Campesinas (M0AC) 

(Anti -Communist Laborers and Farmers Militia) > *tfom mlsglon 
for Reorganization j>£ - tJie^Jbmed .Forces. of.CubaLjCCRDFAC) ; and, 
the>Ufiidad de las Fuerzas . Armadas de Cub#^X Unlted Arm ed 
Fdrces_pf Cuba) (UFA)., He indicated there were fifty-seven 
members of the invading party, including three Americans, 
BOBBY FULLER, TONY ZARBA and PAUL HUGHES. 

He stated approximately fifty Cuban Revolutionary 
Army men were captured immediately upon their landing in 
Cuba, and the services of these men were utilized to carry 
aims and supplies into the foothills. He explained that 
on October 6, 1960, the Cuban Government -control led radio 
station "Radio Progresso" announced FERIA had been killed 
and ARTURO ALVAREZ, former Sergeant in the Cuban National 
Army during the regime of former President FULGENCIO BATISTA, 
had been captured. MASFERRER surmised that the group of 
Invaders had lost control of their prisoners, and that 
possibly one or more had escaped and Informed the CASTRO 
Cuban Revolutionary Army of the invaders" location. 


On 10/6/60 ^ Miami. Florida 
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MAS FERRER explained that the participants of 
the Invasion left from the southern part of the United .. 
States to various Islands In the Bahama group where 
they remained for a short period of time, varying from 
several hours to several days. He explained that In 
this manner the Invasion began from a neutral country. 

He indicated four boats had participated in this move- 
ment, one of which was named the M Aladino. M He estimated 
that approximately 120 boat trips had been made to the 
Bahamas since his arrival In the United States around 
April, 1959. He indicated these trips had been financed 
principally through voluntary contributions s and explained 
that there had not been any substantial Individual dono- 
tlons. He advised the "Aladlno" was currently In Miami 
and would undoubtedly continue to make trips to the 
Bahama Islands. 


MASFERRER also related he planned to go to 
Cuba via the Bahamas, exact location unknown, when he 
had successfully placed about one thousand men In the 
hills of Orlente Province, Cuba./ , 

He advised that through an intermediary he \ 
had been In contact with MANUEpf ART BfJjpESA , military 
leader and member of the Fr en^e Revo luci on arlo Demo- ( 
cratlco (FED) , and he ol zered to Join the FRD provided 
this organisation would manifest freedom of all prisoners 
In Cuba and forget personal animosities In their fight 
against CASTRO. Further, that upon the successful over- 
throw of the CASTRO Government of Cuba, law and order 
would prevail and all individuals accused of wrong- 
doing would be tried under due process of law. 


MASFERRER continued that his closest associates 
were PEDRO/S^VA^ToNTERO, former laboivleader and head of 
an organisation known as FLAN; CARLQS^AYAS, Editor of 
"Llbert^d,*' throwr-away pamphlet published by MASFERRER; 
JULIQ^mANDEZ/TRlVEJO, former administrator of the 
Hotef NacionaJ^ Havana, Cuba; MIGUpif TABERNERO , Cuban 
congressman from Orlente; RICARDP^'MEDINA, former Major 
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in Cuban National Police; RAUJ^xfoRZO, former Coronel 
^on General Staff of the Cuban 'National Army; JORGE 
^^LRCL^/'flJNON, former General of the Cuban National Army; 
' CARL 06 SAN MARTIN, former Lieutenant Colonel on the Staff 
of Operations of the Cuban National Army, who^received 
training from the U. S. Army; and, JOSEF DJA^CANOSA 
^/liOREJON, wife of former Captain of the Cuban National 
Army, whose husband had been executed by FIDEL CASTRO. 

He Indicated that these individuals met at least once 
a week at various homes of the aforementioned, but 
most usually at 2 8_S^__W,..

ROLANDO MAS FERRER also advised that recently 
the following individuals,^ at his suggestion, had volun- 
teered their services to, and had been accepted into the 
FED. He indicated they were no longer believed to be in 
the Miami area: 
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The "Miami' Daily News" In an article on 
October 7, 1960, entitled "3 Mere Invasions of Cuba, 
Officials Mum" by the Associated Press, announced that 
FIDEL CASTRO 1 8 government of Cuba had on October 7, I960, 
clamped secrecy on operations against a band of 
invaders who reportedly had escaped to the mountains 
after landing on the Northeastern tip of Cuba. The 
article Indicated that a reliable source reported four 
separate invading groups totaling two hundred men 
landed during the week, not confirmed. Tha Cuban Govern- 
ment admitted only one landing estimated to consist of 
twenty-seven men, and said the leader was killed and two 
of the band captured. The others got away. A communique, 
according to the article, said two Americans were among 
the twenty-four survivors of the landing who were headed 
for the mountains after landing. The invaders were 
accused of seising fifty Cuban farmers as hostages and 
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fleeing with them to a mountainous reglfrx , Nuevo Mundo 
(New World). The leader of the band, AJKKEKTINO FERIA, 
according to the article, was described as a former 
captain in the private army of ex-Cuban Senator ROLANDO 
MASFERRER. 

Details of the clash with the invaders, accord- 
ing to the article, were skimpy and the communique 
reported selxure of a large American flag, a book on 
United States Army regulations, and seven American carbines.

At this time, MASFERRER seemed elated, but stated 
he did not have any additional plans concerning further 
Invasions of Cuba. He Indicated that he planned; to train and 
equip approximately one thousand men in the islands In the 
Bahamas group, not further named. He stated that upon the 
completion of their training he would join them for an 
Invasion of Cuba. He indicated that he would Inform the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation either just prior to his 
departure from Miami of send a messenger to Inform the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation just after his departure from the 
island. He would not be specific and reiterated that he 
fully understood the laws of the United States and respected 
them. 


MASFERRER was unable to furnish any additional 
Information concerning the recent group of invaders in Cuba.

He 
stated, however, that he had heard rumors from undisclosed 
individuals at his service station, that 'FERIA. was believed 
to still be alive and had been in contact with the American 
Consulate in Santiago de Cuba, not further described. 
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among a group of fifty-seven Individual* who 
participated in the invaaion of Cuban territory 
reported aa haying taken place on September 25, 

1960. The invaaion force conaiated of four 
Americana while the remainder were Cuban Mationals . 

Arms for the invaaion were obtained at an ialand North 
of Oriente Province, Cuba, and did not come from the 
United State*. Ho American flag waa carried by the 
invaders. 

The invasion force landed at Cayo Mambi near 
Moa Bay, Cuba. They seised the garrison there, killing 
nine and capturing thirty-seven Cubans. Pood and arms 
were obtained. Their plans are to advance toward 
Guantanamo selling garrisons on the way. In conjunction 
with this movement, the anti-CASTRO forces in the 
mountains are supposed to launch their attacks from the 
mountains.

On October 12, 1960, an article appeared in 
"Revo luc ion" captioned, "21 Invader* to be Judged Today 
in Santiago de Cuba.

"Revolucion" is a Spanish language daily newspaper 
published in Havana, Cuba and is self -described as the "organ 
of the 26th of July Movement". The article when translated, 
read as follows:

"A large nuaber of people attended 
the trial which was held In the Court House of 
Santiago de Cuba. The United States Consul In 
this city was present at the trial from beginning 
to end. Shortly before the trial, he spoke 
briefly with defendant ANTHONY ZAKBA. 

"During the trial, fifteen of the 
invaders wore uniforms of the Obited States Army 
with camouflage painting on them, and they wore high 
campaign boots. 


"ANTHONY IARBA 

"ANTHONY ZARBA was the first to make a 
statement. Through an interpreter, in answer to 
questions put to him by the prosecutor, he said 
that he was born in Boston and that he did not 
know that he was coming to Cuba for the purpose of 
fighting. He said that he left a port in Florida in 
a very slow boat along with two comrades and that 
three days later p they came to a key, whose name he 
did not remember, and that there they boarded another 
ahlp which carried arms and the rest of the invaders.

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"He said that he did not want to 
continue in that action but to go back to hia country. 
That was why he went back to the beach and was try- 
ing to escape to Miami when he was caught. He 
added that an acquaintance named ROBERT FULLER, who 
came on the boat and who has escaped, was the one >who 
got him into this adventure. He said that he had 
come to Havana as a tourist once and had stayed a 
week. He denied having seen the United States flag 
which the counterrevolutionaries had with them. 

"FULGENCIO RODRIGUEZ 

"FULGENCIO RODRIGUEZ PALADOK, veteran of 
BATISTA's army, said that he was working in Miami as 
a barber and that he met ’El Indio' there, but he 
did not know that he was a MASFERRER follower and a 
murderer. FERIA had told him that Cuba was controlled 
by Russian and Chinese Communists and that there were 
five rebel uprisings going on. He said that he came 
to fight against the Russians and the Chinese and 
not against the rebels. He added that from things 
that were being said in Miami, he believed that there 
were many rebel uprisings, and that had he thought 
otherwise, he would never have come with twenty-six 
other invaders to fight against the rebels. He said 
that he had left for Mi*ai last July and that he was 
deceived by the slander campaign which is going on 
there. He added that he preferred being a prisoner 
in his own country than being in Miami where he was 
earning $150.00 as a barber. He admitted that he 
had been treated well at all times and he praised 
the patriotism of the farmers' militia and the rebel 
soldiers.

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"NELSON TRUJILLO 

"The third to make a statement was the 
veteran , NELSON TRUJILLO CORREA, who said that ha had 
been assigned to Camp Columbia for three years and 
that he was now in Miami without work, and that 
there they had told him that there were 5,000 rebels 
in an uprising. 

"He said that he had no case pending in 
court and that he did not know *El Indio'. He had 
been in Miami for nine months and the Immigration 
authorities had given him some documents in which 
he stated that he was a political exile. 

"ADOLFO REYES DE LA CRUZ 

"ADOLFO REYES DE LA CRUZ, who had been 
Qy . expelled from the Rebel Army, said that he arrived 
0) \ )/ r Miami in a boat and that he was living at the Hotel 
Cuba. He said that he was tired of Miami where he 
had been for a month and a half without any money, 
and that he was enlisted in this adventure by 
ARMENTINO FERIA. He did not know the others who were 
on the boat. He added that he did not know how to 
read and that he had come to Cuba with the hope of 
working and not fighting, since he had thrown away 
his arms without firing a shot. 

"ANDRES CAPOTE 

"CAPOTE said that he was 20 years *old and 
that he had been a soldier in Matanxas for nine months. 
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"He had fled to Miami with five other soldiers . 
on a fishing boat. In Miami, ROBERTpjfftEKX 
talked him into going to Cuba to figpt and ha<T~ 
given him a gun and some bullets. Me said that 
FERIA had threatened to kill him and that he had 
done everything possible to avoid transferring to the 
other boat when they reached the island which was their 
first stopping place. He added that two Horth 
Americans manned the boat and that the name of the 
ship was in English. He said that he had given up 
without resistance. 

"ARTURO ALVAREZ FERNANDEZ 

"The fecond chief of the invasion, ARTURO 
ALVAREZ FERNANDEZ, joined the army in October of 
1952. He left Cuba because he killed the three 
LAMBERT brothers during a party in Baracao, for 
which he had been sentenced and then later pardoned 
during the BATISTA government. He said that he had 
not been told that they were coming to Cuba in order 
to fight and that he knew nothing about FERIA or of 
the list of civilians that they were supposed to 
contact. He said that he saw the United States flag 
when it was taken out of FERIA' s back pocket after he 
was killed. 

"ALVAREZ said that he left Cuba in a boat 
and that when he came to Miami, they did not ask him 
for documents or bother him in any way. 

"DESIDERIO FONTELA RUIZ 

"This man who had been expelled from the 
National Revolutionary Police was the sixth to make 
a statement. He said that he had left Cuba on the 
encouragement of a captain friend of his who told 
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"him that he would earn a lot of money in Miami. 

He said that thare la a constant campaign of 
slander against the Cuban revolution going on in 
Miami and that the Cuban refugees sMet every " 
night in Bayfront Park.

On October 13, 1960, the "Miami News" contained 
an article captioned, "ZARBA Confident He Would Die With 
Pride". Included in the article was a copy of a letter 
reportedly written by TONY ZARBA to "BOB", believed to be 
ROBERT FULLER, which is as follows: 


"Dear BOB: Today I leave for the Cuban hills. 

I am going to fight against communism that has come 
so close to our American shores. All this could 
have been prevented by our government. Now the 
time has come when all this can be fixed only 
one way -- fighting. 


"When my country is daily insulted and abused 
by the Commies of Cuba, I think that this is the 
opportunity I missed when I could not qualify 
physically as a U. S. 6oldier because of my 
asthma. 


"But where my generation is failing for its 
lack of political maturity and comprehension, I am 
going to do my duty regardless of any foolish 
considerations about legality, neutrality and 
other technicalities cf which the diabolic 
Communist takes so much advantage. 

"You have known me for many years and we have 
had occasion to discuss this subject, here, in 
California and in many other places. 





M I have confidence that God would give me the 
necessary strength and courage to die with honor 
and pride If this were necessary In the hills or 
in front of a Red firing squad. 

"I am sure many others will follow in my 
steps. BOB, God bless you and your wife and your 
family.

Cta October 14, 1960, Assistant Attorney General 
J. WALTER YEAGLEY advised the Department of Justice was 
withholding an opinion concerning a violation of thd 
Neutrality Statute regarding the aforementioned expedition 
at this time. He spated that various facets have to be 
explored before a decision can be reached, and that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation would be promptly advised 
when a decision was made. 

On October 17, 1960, the "Miami Herald" contained 
an article entitled **2 Americans Slain by Cuban Squad". 

The article, da tel ined Havana, Cuba, by United Press, 
related that ROBERT OTIS FULLER, 25, of 1874 S. W. 12th 
Street, Miami, who had spent his childhood in Eastern 
Cuba, and ALLEN DALE THOMPSON, 36, "a down on his luck 
fisherman" from Queens City, Texas and Mooring Port, 
Louisiana, were executed by Cuban firing squad before 
dawn on Sunday, October 16, 1960, upon orders of a 
military court in Cuba. The execution, according to the 
article, took place on a rifle range outside of Santiago 
de Cuba, only a few hours after the two Americans were 
captured and convicted. They were accused of taking part 
in an invasion force which landed at Eastern Oriente 
Province early this month with the aim of overthrowing 
the FIDEL CASTRO government of Cuba.

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announced November 1, I960, he had been requested to 
organize all former Cuban Army personnel into a united 
force against FIDEL CASTRO. The article continued that 
CORZO stated he had no political connections, and did not 
belong to anyone's group. He indicated that he had 
conversed with approximately 300 former Army men which, 
according to the article, resulted in his decision to 
become organized. 

The article stated that former Cuban Senator 
ROLANDO MASFERRER was present at a meeting presided over 
by CORZO, at which time he stated, "This doesn't sfean 
that the national army belongs to MASFERRER . . . but fra 
and any other Cuban Interested in fighting CASTRO is welcome 
to join their ranks." The article indicated CORZO had 
been a military career officer in Cuba, and had received 
training in the United States at Fort Sill, Oklahoma. 

At the time of the overthrow of the BATISTA Government, 

CORZO was in Italy on an official mission, according to 
the article. 
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On November 4, I960, a Puerto Rican photographer, 
not further described, reportedly had planned to depart with 
the group of trainees In order to take actual photographs 
showing that the MASFERREK group was ip earnest in Its at- 
tempt to overthrow the FIDEL CASTRO Government in Cuba. 

This photog^pher was at the house at 1651 W. Flagler Street 
with ANDREWST. GEORGE, photographer for **Life H magazine, on 
November J: 1960. 
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On Hovenfcer 7, I960, a physical examination and 
observation of all accessible roads and paths were made in 
an effort to locate two automobiles and a trailer , bearing 
1960 Florida license plates 1W11269, 1-152471 and 1H4010. 

In addition, the fame of FUBLIO CARBOHELL was located on 
the east side of Big Pine lay. Located on the property efe 
three buildings, two wooden two-story cottages and one 
permanently installed trailer. On the north side of the 
center cottage, all of which face the Gulf of Mexico, was 
observed five rolls of new tar paper. Alsc^ a boat approxi- 
mately sixteen feet long on a trailer was observed at the 
rear of the middle cottage. There were no individuals located 
on the property of CARBOMELL. 
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Upon arrival at Ho Name Key, physical observation 
was made from the point of arrival to the camp site approxl 
mately 1 1/3 miles' distance. While proceeding to the camp 
site, physical observation was made of the stirrounding area 
and there was no Indication of any paths or other trails 
observed «n route.

The camp site consists of a clearing of trees 
In an open field with an old two-room wooden shack, which 
is deteriorated and run down. This building Is being 
utilized to store the provisions and supplies for the 
men on the island. A physical inspection of the building 
Inside and out revealed one roll of new tar paper was 
located Inside the building, and other provisions for the 
men. There were folding Army canvas cots with mosquito 
netting for each cot located In the general vicinity of the 
building. A physical Inspection of the surrounding area 
and the camping equipment of the men failed to disclose 
any firearms. A .22 shell casing, which had been fired, 
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During the course of the Inspection, every man 
present voluntarily allowed his photograph to be ta ken 
in a group photograph and offered his assistance wher- 
ever possible. 
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On November 9, 1960, ROLANDO MASFEREER was 
Interviewed in the vicinity of 1651 Host Flagler 8 treat, 
Miani. At the outset of the interview he was advised that 
he did not have to sake a statement, he had the right to 
consult an attorney, and any statement made by him could 
be used against him in a court of law. He was advised of 
the provisions of the Neutrality Act and the possible 
violation of attempting to consplra to overthrow 
another country with which the United States is at 
peace. He was also informed that it was a Federal 
offense to furnish false information to the FBI. No threats 
or promises were made to MASFEERER, and he furnished the 
following information voluntarily. 

He acknowledged that he had been responsible for 
the 27 -man invasion under the leadership of ARMENTINO FERIA 
PEREZ into Cuba, which resulted in the death of sumy of 
the men. He explained. that he was profoundly sorry for 
having been responsible for this in some manner. However, 
he stated that all of the men had volunteered to participate 
in ouch an expedition because they were strongly opposed 
to communism. He related that it was a well known fact 
the FIDEL CASTRO Government of Cuba is merely a communist 
satellite of Russia. He related that he had many supporters 
who had previously been associated with the following 
defunct organisations;

By letters dated 9-29-60 we advised the Attorney General 
and the Secretary of State we have been receiving reports from 
various sources that the United States Government is allegedly 
backing anti-Castro elements in the United States for eventual 
attack against Cuba. We advised these officials that it has 
been our policy with regard to such data, specifically referring 
to the alleged support of such activities by the United States, 
to furnish such information only to the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA). 

Masferrer was a former Cuban Senator during the Batista 
regime in Cuba and in recent months has been quite active in 
activities against Castro . In early October he was behind 
an invasionary force which-left the United States and attacked 
Cuba. By memorandum dated 11-22-60, the Department requested 
an investigation of his activities to determine if they were in 
violation of neutrality statutes within our jurisdiction. This 
investigation is presently pending. *

ROLANDO ARCADIO MAS FERRER ROJAS voluntarily 
appeared at the Miami Office, and after having been 
advised he did not have to make any statement, had the 
right to consult an attorney, and that any statement 
made by him could be used against him in a court of law, 
he furnished the following information voluntarily: 

With respect to the 27-man expedition to Cuba, 
it departed on September 26, 1960 from Miami, apd he 
explained that he had been partially responsible for this 
expedition. 

MASFERRER stated that the idea of going to Cuba 
to fight Communism and CASTRO was la the minds of every 
anti-communist and antl-CASTRO supporter. He explained 
that many people do not know how to join ip the movement. 

In this connection he advised that ARMENTINO FERI^ PEREZ, 
also known as "El Indio" when he arrived from the Dominican 
Republic, was most Intent and set in his ways on going to 
Cuba, whether it be by himself or as a member of a group. 

MASFERRER stated that while FERIA was in the 
Dominican Republic with General JOSE E. PEDRAZA, he was very 
helpful in subduing an Invasion of that country by 
"FIDELISTAS". For his action, Generalissimo RAFAEL TRUJILLO 
of the Dominican Republic showed his appreciation to FERIA„ 



After arriving in Miami, FERIA did not work to 
promote the Interests of TRUJILLO, but was active in 
doing all that he could to combat CASTRO. MASFERRER explained 
he had many private talks with FERIA, and tried to talkhim 
out of his ideas, because he, MASFERRER, believed it 
would be useless, but upon learning that no matter how much 
he talked against this venture, BERIA n*as goitfgb&Q Cuba; vhedag 

to counsel and help him whenever possible.

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HASPERRER Indicated he had many sources from 
which he receives Information outside Cuba, and was, 
therefore, in a position to help FERIA concerning the 
latest developments within Cuba. 

HASPERRER recalled FERIA had asked Generalissimo 
TRUJILLO to finance a base in the Bahamas and to furnish 
guns to a group of anti-CASTRO supporters, but that 
nothing was done In this regard. He also advised FERIA 
had been worried considerably concerning his daughters 
who are still In Cuba, as well as his own personal 
economic situation. 

HASPERRER stated that the members of the 27 -man 
expedition «ere organized in the United States with the 
knowledge that they were to embark on a military expedition 
against Cuba. He explained that technically speaking they 
made an agreement to organize some place outside of the 
United States and meet at this location, Hira Por Vos in 
the Bahamas, between forty-eight and seventy-two hours 
prior to their departure for Cuba. 

HASPERRER stated the members of the expedition 
knew that they would receive the necessary arms and 
ammunition at the appointed time; however, they had no 
details as to the manner in which they would receive 
them or the location where they would receive them; 
further, they did not know where the arms were located 
or if they were being transported at the same time . 


HASPERRER explained that SANTIAGO ALVAREZ trans- 
ported' the arms on his boat, the "Hary Ann", to a location 
in the vicinity of Gun Key in the Ba h amas for this 
expedition . 






MA.S FERRER stated he did not know why they 
deviated their course instead of landing at the 
Bay Tanamo. Re advised he had received information 
from sources considered highly reliable that many of the 
local villagers in that area, as well as some from out- 
lying towns, went to the hills to Join the expedition. 

He indicated he had been informed by a man from the 
hills and felt it could be proven if necessary, that 
the 27-man expedition under the leadership of FERIA was 
actually only eight kilometers from the underground 
forces in the hills of Cuba. He believed that if "El 
Indio" had not been killed and had actually been 
participating in the final phases of this expedition 
on the jaunt into the hills, he would have been able to 

spirit them on even though they were highly exhausted.

MASFERRER advised that he had scheduled a 
meeting of friends, for 9:00 PM, December 9, 1960 at the 
house being utilised by General MAHUE1. 1ENITEZ and his 
anti-CASTRO supporters. "~He anticipated that between 
two hundred and two hundred fifty persons would attend, 
and planned to notify the local authorities of this 
meeting. f. 

MASFERRER explained that the people to attend 
this meeting were not necessarily members of any 
particular group, but made up of many groups of anti- 
CASTRO supporters . He explained that the purpose of this 
meeting was to Inform the group that he had received 
information that a national explosion may occur in Cuba 
before the end of the year, 1960. He believed that the 
tense situation In Cuba could result in a civil war 
there between December 15 and 23, 1960. He derived this 
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belief from talking with exiles here and in Central 
America, noting the pattern of activities in Central 
America . 


MASFERRER also advised that he, if so 
requested by the United States Government, would refrain 
from participating in any anti-CASTRO and anti-Communist 
activities .

The "Washington Post and Times Herald" dated 12-26-60 carried 
an article (attached) indicating that 223 persons in the United States .'. , 
were reportedly set to invade Cuba under the leadership of Masferrer, / ' 
a former Senator under Batista. The article mentioned the names of 
eight individuals who allegedly were involved in this group. It fur- 
ther related that Masferrer was an enemy of Castro and several attempts 
had been made to kidnap him. The article was based upon a release made 
by the"Miami Herald." 


Pursuant to telephonic instructions, the Miami Office sub- 
mitted a teletype dated 12-26-60 concerning this newspaper article. 
Masferrer has been under active investigation for some time in connec- 
tion with an abortive invasion attempt against Cuba in October, I960, 
which resulted in the death or imprisonment of the 27-man invasion 
force. The investigation has also disclosed that Masferrer continues 
to plan invasion attempts against Cuba, Reports submitted by the Miami 
Office on 11-17 and 12-15-60 cover investigation conducted concerning 
his activities and specifically refer to many of the individuals 
mentioned in the newspaper article. Many of these individuals have 
been interviewed in connection with our investigation of Masferrer. 
Masferrer has claimed that he planned to move his men, unarmed, to some 
island or country other than the United States prior to any invasion of 
Cuba in an effort to avoid any violations of laws of the United States.

( Department on 11-22-60 authorized the Bureau to institute an investi- 
gation of subject to determine if he had violated neutrality statutes 
within our jurisdiction. Upon completion of this investigation, the 
Department on 12-27-60 was requested to advise whether facts developed 
warranted prosecution. 

The 'Washington Post and Tiroes Herald" on 12-26-60 contained 

I an article, date lined Miami, indicating that 223 individuals under 
the leadership of Masferrer were reportedly ready to invade Cuba from 
the United States. This information was furnished to the Department 
on 12-30-60 for its consideration and the Department was advised no 
further investigation concerning that incident would be conducted 
unless expressly requested by the Department. This was in line with 
our policy of presenting neutrality matters to the Department prior 
to instituting active investigation.

The Department by letter dated 1-4-61 has advised that it is 
sending two Departmental attorneys to Miami on 1-6-61 to present the 
case against Masferrer before a grand jury in the early part of next 
week. The Department has requested the Bureau to determine the willingnes 
to testify of various individuals involved in this case. The Department 
has also referred to the above article in the "Washington Post and 
Times Herald" and has stated that if the information set forth in that 
article can be established by competent available evidence, a prosecution 
for violation of neutrality statutes »ay be warranted; therefore, it 
requested that an investigation be conducted in this regard. The 
Department has further requested that in the interest of expediting 
this case before the grand jury it would be appreciated if the Bureau 
would furnish the results of this additional investigation to the 
Departmental attorneys in Miami as it becomes available.

The investi- 
gation of that agency revealed that the "Aries** had been 
observed at Key Vest, Florida, on January 10, 1961, vith 
four occupants, not further identified. 

On January SO, 1961, Basferrer voluntarily advised 
Agents of our Klaml Office that he had no knowledge con- 
cerning the reported Invasion of Cuba by nix Americans. 

He stated that approximately 12 to 15 days previously he 
had been Instructed to distend his organisation and give 
up the barracks-type house on Vest Flagler Street inasmuch 
as his supporters residing at this address were becoming 
a general nuisance and creating disturbances in Bland. . 

He stated that since that time he has had no control "over 
the former members of his organisation. Basferrer 
indicated that in conversations vith various Individuals 
of his group vho continue to reside in the Blaml area, 
each has advised him he plans to go to Cute under any 
circumstances if at all possible la order to combat communism 
in Cuba. Basferrer stated he does sot personally plan to 
reorganise any group unless he has the support of a larger 
group vith the hacking of the United States. 

Inasmuch as the Department has under consideration 
the prosecution of Basferrer for possible violation of 
neutrality statutes under our Jurisdiction, so investigation 
concerning the above matter is being conducted by this 
Bureau in the absence of a specific request from the 
Department.

Masferrer, born 1 - 12- 18 In Oriente, Cuba, is a former Cuban 
Senator in Oriente Province 'under" Tbe regime of Fulgencio Batista. 

He fled Cuba immediately following Batista's downfall on 1-1-59 and has 
since been residing in exile in Uiami, .Florida . He is allegedly 
considered one of the foremost so-called "Batista war criminals" by 
the present Cuban Government headed by Fidel Castro. He has been 
charged by the present Cuban Government of having headed an organization 
known as "The Tigers," described as Uasf error's private army during 
the Batista regime, and has been accused of having committed many 
atrocities in Cuba prior to 1-1-59. 


The Department of State advised in 1957 that Uasferrer once 
belonged to the Cuban Communist Party, Partido Socialists Popular 
(PSP) and fought with the Communist International Brigade in Spain 
in 1937. In 1939 he was Editor of a communist newspaper in Cuba 
until his expulsion from the PSP in 1945. After leaving the PSP 
he allegedly formed an anticommunist political organization and in 
1957 was described as violently anticommunist but remaining a 
socialist. 



When interviewed by Bureau Agents in Uarch, 1959, Uasferrer 
1 admitted membership in the PSP from 1940 to 1944 but got out of the 
organization when he realized the true nature of communism. Masferrer 
also claimed he had armed some of his men on Batista's authorization 
in order to repel attacks against him by Castro's forces and he and 
his men only fought to protect themselves. 

UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT ATTEMPTS TO REMOVE UASFERRER FROM THE /~> f 
MIAMI AREA r _ / ^ 

On 12-21-59 Immigration and$&turalization Service (INS), 
Miami ; advised our Miami Office that Masferrer had been issued orders 
to move his residence outside of Florida and take up residence no 
closer than 150 miles from the Gulf of Mexico. This move was to 
be accomplished by 1-5-60, An FBI Liaison Agent in Washington 
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on 12-23-59 confirmed this order through Richard Haberstroh, Chief, 
Intelligence Branch, INS, Vashington, and determined that INS was 
acting in accordance with a request received f rom the State / \ 

Department. The Liaison Agent determined fromjHHHHHMW (/? -) 
Bureau of Security and Consular Affairs, Departmen^offfflRB^hat 
this was part of a program to move certain top-level Cuban exiles 
from Florida to other locales since it was felt this would best 
serve United States foreign policy interests. 

Masferrer appealed the above order of INS and in February, 

1960, the United States District Court, Miami, Florida, ruled that 
he must comply with the INS order. In February, 1960, Masferrer 
claimed he had suffered a heart attack which necessitated his 
remaining in the Miami area. On 1-25-61 an FBI Liaison Agent 
determined through INS, Vashington, that subsequent to the above 
court order, other similar cases were brought before a different 
judge in the United States District Court in Miami and this judge 
ruled that INS was acting improperly in trying to enforce such 
orders and should not attempt to enforce orders removing these 
individuals from the State of Florida. In view of this subsequent 
ruling, INS, therefore, has not attempted to enforce any of these 
orders against any of the Cuban aliens in Florida including Masferrer. 
According to INS, Masferrer *s current status is that of an alien on 
parole and he must periodically report to the INS office nearest 
his place of residence. 

FBI INVESTIGATIONS OF MASFEBREW 

Since Masferrer arrived in the United States in January, 

1959, he has been extensively engaged in anti-Castro activities. 

In participating in such activities he has committed possible violations 
of the Registration Act and neutrality statutes. A brief summary 
of our investigations of Masferrer is set forth below. 

(A) Registration Act and Internal Security - Cuba Investigations 

Shortly after arriving in the United States in January, 

1959, Masferrer became engaged in anti-Castro activities and the 
Bureau immediately instituted an investigation of his activities to 
determine if^he had Incurred any liability to register under the 
Foreign Agents Registration Act of 1938, as amended. This investi- 
gation is still pending. Reports and memoranda concerning Masf error’s 
activities have been furnished to the Department of Justice on a 
continuing basis; however, to date, he has not been requested to register 
under the above Act . 
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(B) Neutrality Matter Investigation (Alleged Attempt to Invade 
Cuba in January, I960, headed by Masferrer) 


Florida. Investigation by the FBI completely 
refuted these allegations and established that Masferrer and his 
associates could not possibly raise a force of 3,000 men and actually 
did not have any plans for an invasion attempt as alleged. All 
information concerning this matter was promptly disseminated to the 
Department and other interested agencies as received. This case 
was closed in May, 1960, and the Department was advised that ho 
further investigation concerning this allegation would be conducted 
unless requested by the Department. 


(C) Neutrality Matter Investigation (October, 1960, Invasion 
Against Cuba) 


This is the current violation in which the Department is 
considering prosecution of Masferrer under neutrality statutes. 


On 9-27-60 information was received that Masferrer was 
planning an invasion attempt against Cuba. Te determined that 
Customs had stopped one of Masferrer's boats on 9-26-60 but finding 
nothing unlawful allowed the boat to proceed. Subsequent inquiries 
by the FBI determined this boat met others in the Bahama Islands 
which had departed several days previously from Florida and on 
10-4-60, 27 men landed in Cuba. All pembers of this group were 
later killed or captured by Cuban Government forces and the Cuban 
Government executed three Americans Involved. 

In accordance with established Bureau policy not to 
investigate neutrality cases unless authorized by the Department, 
we requested the Department on 10-7-60 and 10-10-60 to furnish an 
opinion whether the facts indicated a violation of neutrality 
statutes which in the opinion of the Department warranted further 
investigation. The Department advised on 10-14-60 it could not 
expedite its opinion since various facets of the case had to be 
explored. (The Department was trying to arrive at a policy whether 
this country’s best interests would be served by investigation and 
prosecution of anti-Castro forces.)

There is enclosed for the Director’s information a detailed 
memorandum concerning Masferrer which includes information concerning 
his background, Government attempts to remove him from the Miami area, 
and a summary of the various investigations the Bureau has conducted 
of him. 


Of primary interest is the present status of the current 
neutrality case against Masferrer. Briefly, the facts of the case are: 
On 10-4-60, 27 men invaded Cuba from the United States and these men 
were either killed or imprisoned by the Cuban Government. Upon 
authorization of the Department, we investigated this incident and 
established that Masferrer was behind it and on interview Masferrer } 
admitted his participation. ly‘ 


During interviews Masferrer told Bureau Agents he would ^ 
cease all operations if requested by the United States Government. We 
furnished this information to State, the Attorney General and Central 
Intelligence Agency on 11-30-60.

Terrace, Miami, was interviewed and was advised he did not 
have to make a statement; that any statement he did make 
could be used against him in a court of law, and that he had 
the right to consult an attorney. He furnished the following 
information voluntarily, acknowledging that he understood the 
provisions of the Neutrality Act, Foreign Agents RegistrSlon 
Act, and that it was a federal violation to furnish false 
information to agents of the FBI. 


MASFERRER advised that he was acquainted with KENNETH 
J. PROCTOR and WILBUR GEE, both of whom had been supporters of 
his and had been in training at No Name Key, Monroe County, 
Florida. He also stated these two individuals had received 
free room and board paid for through his, MASFERRER 1 s efforts 
while living at 1651 West Flagler Street, Miami. He indicated 
that as a result of a request by the Miami Police Department, 
he ceased maintaining this barracks “type house at 1651 West 
Flagler Street, which forced the men, who were formerly members 
of the Cuban National Army, to leave the premises. He recalled 
this occurred during the early part of January, 1961, and sub- 
sequent to their leaving this location they have had no further 
connection or affiliation with him or the Cuban National Army. 


MASFERRER stated that the Cuban National Army, Itself, 
had disintegrated due principally to the fact that he, MASFERRER, 
had lost control over the activities of his supporters after the 
closing of the barracks-type house at 1651 West Flagler Street. 


MASFERRER also advised that PROCTOR and GEE had no 
affiliation with him and that any action undertaken by either 
of these two individuals was without the knowledge and/or 
consent of MASFERRER. 


MASFERRER reiterated that he did not desire to openly

On January 29, 1961, the “Miami Herald" 
reported that the six American adventurers were tried on 
charges of attempting to Join anti-CASTRO forces in Cuba, 
and the death penalty had been demanded by the Cuban 
Government. Their trial before a five-man military court 
at La Cabana Fortress, Havana, was completed in two hours and 
thirty-five minutes, without returning a verdict. 

The Americans claimed they came to Cuba to join 
FIDEL CASTRO* s revolutionary government and not his 
opponants. 

N Their court-appointed Cuban attorneys asked the 

court to acquit or deport them as a sign of good will 
toward the new U. S. administration of President KENNEDY. 

The government charged the six Americans

The defendants insisted they came here to enlist 
in CASTRO" a forces and had no direct connection with a man 
the government identified as an organiser of anti-CASTRO 
expeditions in Florida, former Caban Senator ROLANDO 
MAS FERRER. 

Under cross examination, BAKER admitted that 
he went to Miami to see MASFERRER^but said he turned against 
him after learning he was a "gangster and a butcher” 
opposed to CASTRO. 

The prosecution introduced clippings from the 
“Miami Herald” showing a grrap picture of Americans, BAKER 
among them, with caption identifying them as volunteers 
against CASTRO. BAKER admitted being in thfe picture, but 
insisted he thought the group was made up of CASTRO 
supporters. 

The Americans’ two defeat attorneys charged 


that the prosecution's esse was based entirely on 
” presumptions” and lacked corroborative testimony by 
“responsible witnesses”.

EJERCITO NACIONAL CUBANO (ENC) (CUBAN NATIONAL ARMY) 

On November 1, 1960, an article appeared in 
the "Miami News", a daily publication, Miami, captioned 
"Cuban Ex-Colonel Forms Apmy Hepe". This article 
reflected that PABL O R^ jORZQXllAGUIRRE, former Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Cuban Army, had been designated by his 
fellow exiles as the head of the "Cuban National Army". 
According to the article CORZO indicated he had been 
requested to organize all former Cuban Army personnel in 
exile into a force against FIDEL CASTRO. The article 
continued that. CORZO stated former Cuban Senator ROLANDO 
MASFERRER was in attendance at the meeting which formed 
the ENC. According to the article CORZO pointed out 
"This doesn't mean that the ENC belongs to MASFERRER, 
but he and any other Cuban interested in fighting CASTRO 


is welcome to join our ranks. 1 
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claimed leadership, was merely a paper organization drawn 
from the name of the Cuban National Army, by which name 
the Army of Cuba during the BATISTA regime was known. 
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^mDstated that on or about January 5, 1961, when 
the Miami Police Department forced occupants of the 
barracks-type house at 1651 West Flagler Street, Miami, to 
vacate the premises, MASFEl^ER lost control of the indi- 
viduals living there. flEHRftftated that the occupants 
of this house were supported oy MAS FERRER, and, therefore, 
considered recruits and supporters of the ENC under the 
leadership of ROLANDO MASFERRER. 

On January 20, 1961, ROLANDO MASFERRER, during 
the course of another Investigation after having been 
advised he did not have to make a statement, any statement 
made by him could be used against him in a court of law 
and he had the right to consult an attorney, furnished « 
information concerning the ENC, acknowledging that he 
understood the provisions of the Neutrality Act and the 
Foreign Agents' Registration Act, and that it was a 
Federal violation to furnish false information to Agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

MASFERRER related that the Individuals who 
formerly lived at 1651 West Flagler Street, Miami 
and were forced to move as a result of the request of 
the Miami Police Department were formerly members of 
the ENC. He advised that he assisted with financial 
support to these individuals who were living at this 
house by offering them free room and board. MASFERRER 
stated that the ENC had disintegrated due principally 
to the fact that he had lost control over the activi- 
ties of his supporters after the barracks-type house at 
1651 West Flagler Street was closed. 

During the course of the conversation MASFERRER 
reiterated he did not desire to violate the Neutrality 
Act of the United States and was ready, willing and able 
to-do whatever the United States Government might request 
of him. He stated further that in conversation with various 
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Individual Americans who continue to reside In the Miami 
area, former supporters of his, they have Indicated they 
planned to go to Cuba under any circumstances If at all 
possible In order to combat conmunism In Cuba. MASFERRER 
advised that he personally did not plan to re-organize 
any group unless he had the support of a larger group 
with the backing of the United States.

* ROLANDO ARGADIO MASFERRER ROJAS voluntarily 

appeared at the Miami Office accompanied by JULIO FERNANDEZ 
TREVEJO, his close associate. After having been advised 
that he did not have to make any statements , that he had 
the right to consult an attorney, and any statements made 
by him could be used against him in a court of law, he 
furnished the following information voluntarily, 
acknowledging that he understood the provisions of the 
Neutrality Act and the Foreign Agents Registration Act of 
1938, as amended; 

MASFERRER stated that he had not been actively 
engaged in any recruiting or other active participation 
in anti- CASTRO activities except to visit with friends 
and acquaintances, principally Cuban exiles living in Miami 
since the beginning of the year. He reiterated that he 
desired to comply with the laws of the United States, 
and was grateful for the opportunity to reside as an 
exile in Miami, Florida. He continued that he believed 
there would be an invasion of Cuba during the first 
fifteen days of April, 1961; however, remarked that this 
was merely a surmisal on his part, and he had no factual 
or other information concerning this matter. 

He indicated a desire to rejuvenate a training 
camp some place in the Florida Keys, with special interest 
and emphasis placed on No Name Key and Big Pine Key, 

Monroe County, Florida. He related that he would like to 
assemble a group. of approximately 3QQ. individuals on an 
island in the Keys for the pole purpose of having a group 
together which might possibly be ready to actively partici- 
pate in a future invasion of Cuba. He stated that he did 
not have any definite plans in this connection, and that 
he did not desire, and would in fact if his plan were > 
placed into operation, prohibit the use or ownership of 
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firearms at this camp. He advised the men would be trained 
In night patrols and the art of self-defense, while at the 
same time undergoing a rigorous physical education program. 

He stated that continuously since the publicity 
was printed In the newspapers concerning the 27-man Invasion 
of Cuba which resulted In the death of TONY ZARBA, BOBBY 
FULLER and DALE THOMPSON, he has received telegrams and 
personal visits from many American veterans who are 
desirous of participating in such an Invasion against 
the FIDEL CASTRO government of Cuba. He described the 
government of Cuba as a satellite of Soviet Russia, and 
explained that from information furnished to him by 
sources which he believed to be reliable, without identi- 
fying same, indicated -that Cuba was being armed and 
equipped with both men and supplies by members of the 
Soviet Bloc countries. 

MASFERRER presented a memorandum dated January 28, 
1961, which bears his signature, which sets forth a 
"Plan for Establishment of a Center for Guerrilla Opera- 
tions in Oriente Province, Cuba". This memorandum is set 
forth as follows: 

"The topography, vegetation, communications, 
population and crops in a sector from the center 
to the east of the province of Oriente offer an 
ideal place for the organization and development 
of big scale guerrilla warfare with the greatest 
possibilities of posterior and more ambitious 
military maneuvers. 

"This strategically important region reaches : 
Santiago de Cuba, Palma Soriano, El Cobre, 

' Alto Songo, Mayari, Guantanamo, Yateras, Baracoa 
and Sagua de Tanamo. 
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"Inside of this great Irregular triangle 
there are numerous underground organizations, a 
potentially strong manpower reserve of middle - 
class farmers (coffee, sugar cane growers and 
cattlemen) whose hostility to communism and 
government policies are well known In the 
province. 

"At the present time there are half -a 
dozen prominent exiles In Miami that could provide 
excellent Information or would be willing to 
evaluate any Intelligence data about the 
situation In their respective localities where they 
have lived for long years. Most of them have 
shown their willingness to join any serious * 4 
enterprise In the proposed region. ^ 

"The clandestine Introduction In the zona ■ 
of 500 weapons and the corresponding ammo, and 
a reliably radlophonlc equipment capable of j 
maintaining communications with Miami, with the 
previous sending of some men of sufficient 
knowledge, would be the first phase of the 
operation. 

"I would permit myself to make the sugges- 
tion of recruiting from 700 to 1000 men In the 
United States, among the exiles In a period of 
15 days and their concentration and training 
In one of the keys south of Miami. (No Name 
Key, per ax. ) 

"After 30 days of intensive training 
this personnel Would disembark in the port of 
Baracoa in the eastern-north coast of Oriente 
and size the town and airport. 700 men would 

“x £ 
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"be required for this operation. Simultaneously, 
300 would disembark by the south coast in Cajobabo 
or Imias to block, with the facility of the 
terrain any immediate counterattack on the part 
of the so called 'operational tactical forces’ 
that the communist; keep between San Antonio del 
Sur, Caujeri and the Sabanalamar River, near 
Guantanamo,, at the present under command of 
Major CASILLAS. 

"Once secured the extreme eastern tip of 
Oriente, it would be feasible the raising of 
not less than five thousand men in the region 
to initiate offensive operations to the north, " - 
the south and the w*-t, disrupting communica- 
tions and establishing effective control on the 
supplies of farm products to the important 
towns and urban centers of the whole province. 

"It would be essential to accomplish 
immediate results to guarantee adecuate supplier 
from the United States. I have reasons to 
believe that the government of Haiti, at this 
moment would be most happy to provide facili- 
ties for training and supplies. 

"Oriente has two million in habitants. 

The development of this centre of activities 
before 45 days would mean a terrific blow to 
communism in all of Cuba. It could not be 
predicted now how far tb<e consequences might 
be.

ROLANDO MASFERRER explained that the Ejercito 
de Liberacion Nacional (Army of National Liberation) 

(ELN), an anti-CASTRO and anti-communist organisation 
actively undergoing training in Guatemala, will, 
according to MASFERRER, be the leaders of an invasion 
force against Cuba in the near future. The members of 
this organization, according to MASFERRER, were recruited 
by the Frente Revolucionario Democratico (FRD) in the 
United States, principally Miami. 

MASFERRER continued that he has plans to call 
his organization Ejercito de Liberaction Nacional, the seme 
organization as in Guatemala. Re continued that he did not 
have any affiliation with the organization in Guatemala, 
and that its members were not associated with the Frente 
or the organization in Guatemala. Be stated that he did 
not believe there should be any distinction among those 
individuals who actively participate in an invasion of 
Cut>a, which he described as inevitable in the near future. 
For this reason MASFERRER stated he had been in contact 
with ANGEL SANCHEZ MOSQUERA on February 20, 1961. 
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He explained that JULIO FERNANDEZ TREVEJO 
had recently returned from Washington and New York where 
he had visited the office of Captain^^Z^NRIQUES 
(phonetic), located on 9th Avenue Wtwe$n 42nd and ^4 3rd 
Streets, NewJYork CityTJ^Yhis office, operating under the 
name of Union de Fuerzas Armadas de Cuba, has been 
actively recruiting individuals to participate in an 
expedition to Cuba under the military direction of 
ANGEL SANCHEZ MOSQUERA, former Colonel in the Cuban 
National Army prior to the overthrow of FULGENCIO BATISTA, 
former President of Cuba. 

MAS FERRER indicated that SANCHEZ MOSQUERA - , 
informed him he had not actively recruited individuals 
in the Miami area, but solely in the New York area. He 
explained that he was" acting under the directions received 
through conversation with ’’influential men from Washington". 

According to MAS FERRER, SANCHEZ MOSQUERA indicated 
he had previously met these individuals, without further 
identification, in Washington, D. C. , approximately two 
months ago, at which time he was Informed he, SANCHEZ 
MOSQUERA, and his supporters could be utilized to parti- 
cipate in combatting FIDEL CASTRO and the government of 
Cuba. Ihis group of supporters was not restricted to 
military men. MASFERRER also stated that SANCHEZ 
MOSQUERA had not promised to pay any of his supporters. 

MASFERRER explained that SANCHEZ MOSQUERA 
planned to return to New York on February 25, 1961, In 
order to meet and confer with the same "influential 
men from Washington". At this time SANCHEZ MOSQUERA 
plans to inform them of MASFERRER* s desires to assemble 
300 to 1,000 men in a camp in the Florida Keys, as set 
£orth above.

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MAS FERRER advised that he had printed a personnel 
questionnaire and sworn statement which he made available 
to the FBI to be used In connection with the recruiting 
of Individuals for training In the Florida Keys under 
the name of ELN.

I called Miami yesterday morning (4/10/61), 
talking to ASAC Baker, and, in view of the request from 
the Department for such information, asked Baker to 
advise the Bureau of the identity of any houses, farms, 
businesses, et cetera, which might be owned by Masferrer. 
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ASAC Baker called back at 2:56 pm, 4/10, 
advising that Masferrer owns no property whatsoever; that 
he is renting the house his family lives in for $150 a 
month; that the rent is paid by friends; that, while 
Masferrer at one time had access to a boat, that boat 
has now been sunk. ' According to Baker, Masferrer is in 
dire financial straits and his wife has sold one fur 
and has pawned a fur coat and some jewelry. Masferrer 
had previously advised Bureau that he had had practically no 
warning when he found it necessary to leave Cuba and was 
not able to take much in the way of valuables with him.

MUTTON also advised MASFERRER had been under 
surveillance by INS, Miami, since the evening of 
April 7, 1961, and on April 6, 1961 had been informed 
verbally his parole was revoked and he was taken into 
detention by INS.

concerning MAS FERRER would be Bade only on strict 
orders from his headquarters In Washington, D. C. 



On April 11, 1961, Assistant U. S. Attorney 
EDITH M. HOUSE advised that she objected to conditions 
ordered by U. S. District Judge EMETT C. CHOATE, Southern 
District of Florida, prohibiting ROLANDO MAS FERRER to Uave 
Dade County without written permission from the Court. 

She explained she did this because she believed that the 
Attorney General and the Immigration authorities wanted 
to move MAS FERRER from the Miami area. She related that 
Judge CHOATE responded to her objection that he was 
thoroughly familiar with MASFERRER 'a case and knew that 
he would not try to run^away. Further, Judge CHOATE 
stated that INS had no right to hold the subject, he had 
ruled against INS before, and would probably do so again. 

On April 11, 1961, the "Miami News", late 
edition, contained an article entitled "Masferrer Says 
He's Broke - Bond Reduced". This article reflected 
among other things that "Judge CHOATE was critical of 
the whole affair. Miss EDITH HOUSE, AUSA, told the 
Judge that MASFERRER was picked up Saturday (by INS) 
because Secretary of State DEAN RUSK thought the one- 
time Cuban senator was dangerous. 'I am not too much 
Impressed with the Secretary of State's request', said 
Judge CHOATE.

conditions: 1) MASFERRER cannot leave Dade County 
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without written peculation of the court, end 2) he la 
not to engage in counterrevolutionary activitiea 
againat the Cuban Government. 

On April 11, 1961, AUSA HOUSE atated a bench 
warrant had been laaued and detainer placed with IHS, 
Miami, that date. She alto adviaed that Attorney GELB 
had rescinded hit letter to IMS authorities indicating 
MASFERRER' s desire to move to the Washington-Baltimore 
area. 


On April 12, 1961, a complaint by MONROE 
GELB as Attorney for MASFERRER, mas served againat 
EDWARD P. AHREMS, District Dire c tor, IMS, Miami, Civil 
Action File #10659-M, and filed in U. S. District 
Court for the Southern District of Florida, Miami 
Division. 

This complaint recogniced that MASFERRER was 
paroled by Immigration authorities and related the history 
of MASFERRER, reflecting his anti-Communist expressions 
and actions. Further, the complaint stated that MASFERRER 
had been a good friend to the United States, and for many 
years had visited the United States together pith his 
family, and mas familiar with United States itestoms, 
habits, and fora of government. It indicated that since 
his arrival in Miami more than two years ago , he has 
reported regularly to IMS as directed by them and has 
done everything within his power to comply with the 
supervision and control of IMS. Also, that MASFERRER has 
cooperated in all respects >ith all government agencies, 
including the furnishinf of information to the FBI and 
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other government agencies for the purpose of assisting 
the United States in combatting the infiltration of 
Communism. 


The complaint stated that revocation of parole 
e£ MAS FERRER was aade without notice, without a hearing, 
and was an arbitrary exercise of the discretion granted 
to IMSj that his request for release frcm custody had 
been denied, and that MASFKRRKR had arbitrarily and 
unreasonably been taken into custody and held incommunicado, 
which actions were described as oppressive and harsh, 
in violation of the fundaaental rights of life and liberty. 

. The complaint also stated that MASFKRRKR had 
been deprived of the right of due process and a hearing, 
and asked that the United States District Court issue an 
injunction restraining IMS froa holding MASFKRRKR in 
custody, and fro m deporting or molesting him, pursuant 
to orders issued by IMS. 

The complaint also asked that a temporary 
injunction be issued restraining IMS froa deporting or 
molesting MASFKRRKR, taking him into custody, and holding 
him incoonunicado or in any manner interfering with him, 
pending the final determination of this action. 

Lastly, the complaint asked for a final decree 
declaring that the action of IMS in taking MASFKRRKR 
into custody and holding hint incoonunicado, was in viola- 
tion of due process, existing laws, and in abuse of 
discretion.

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On April 12 , 1941, Judge CHOATE postponed 
Hearing in this natter until April 17, 1941 at the 
earliest, with the condition that INS not remove 
HAS FERRER from the Jackson Manorial Hospital. 

On April 12, 1941 at 9*10 PH, an anonymous 
Latin nale telephonlcally contacted the Miami Office 
of the FBI and stated, “I can't give you my name, 
that's Impossible, but I want you to know - some 
Cubans are going to get MASFERKEK out of the country". 
The receiver of the telephone call then asked him 
when and where, to which the caller responded that he 
did not know, and then terminated the call.

( This memorandum Is prepared to advise that the Department 
has decided not to prosecute Masferrer for a violation of the neutrality 
statutes and will dismiss the Indictment against him, 

Masferrer is a former Cuban Senator during the Batista 
regime, and after Castro took oyer the Cuban Government, Masferrer 
fled to the United States, thereafter, engaging in anti-Castro 
activities. In October, I960, he allegedly formed an expedition 
which departed from Florida and landed on the Cuban coast. Practically 
the members of this expedition were killed or captured by 
the Cuban Government, After presenting this matter to the 
Department, it authorized complete investigation of this incident 
for violation of neutrality statutes within our jurisdiction. 

I Following our investigation, the Department obtained an indictment 
against Masferrer on 4-10-61 in the Southern District of Florida 
charging him with a violation of Section 960, Title 18, United 
| States Code, for the organizing of the above expedition against 
I Cuba. This case was subsequently set for trial on 11-13-61. 

By letter dated 11-2-61, the Internal Security Division

Ex- dictator of Cuba, BATISTA, is sponsoring 
and financing the military training of Cubans in exile 
in the United States. Three anti-CASTRO, Cuban guerilla 
training camps have been established in the United States 
by his son, RUBEN BATISTA GODINEZ. He has a two million 
dollar fund for financing the recruitment and training of 
exiled Cubans, largely former BATISTA regime soldiers and 
supporters. It is believed that this activity is not 
sponsored by any United States agency, but rather 4imed 
at preparing a ready, armed force with which BATISTA can 
take part in any invasion of Cuba which might be mounted 
by the United States or a Latin American country.

MASFERRER, on October 30, 1962, stated that he has continued 
his activities in the New York area in addressing various 
exile Cuban groups and in requesting from the exiled Cubans 
in the Metropolitan New York area their assistance and their 
contribution of weapons to the cause of fighting Prime Minister 
FIDEL CASTRO of Cuba and the Communist regime which exists in 
Cuba today.

MASFERRER said that it is 
impossible for him to lead any expedition inside Cuba and 
It would be impossible for any outside group to land in Cuba 
and carry on guerilla warfare against the present Cuban regime. 
MASFERRER stated that there is no recruitment of men going on 
at the present time and there is not now and there has not 
been any military training by his organization. MASFERRER 
also advised that his organization owned no boats. 

MASFERRER advised that the only thing which he and 
his organization is doing.

MASFERRER advised that sevenal organizations existing in the 
Miami area have boats under their control and these organizations 
have loaned the boats to MASFERRER 1 s group and they have from time to 
time delivered arms to Cuba to help those people inside the

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regime. MASFERRER advised that it has been learned from people 
inside Cuba that it would be impossible for an invasion force 
to land in Cuba and remain there actively fighting the present 
Cuban Government.

DETAILS: 


Sources of the New York Office, who are familiar 
with some of the pro and antl-FIDEL CASTRO activities 
In the New York area, were contacted during May, June, 
and July, 1963, relative to the activities of ROLANDO 
MASFERRER ROJAS. All advised that, to their knowledge, 
ROLANDO MASFERRER ROJAS has not been too active In recent 
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NY 105-38120 

months In the anti-CASTRO field and the lack of activity 
is due to a lack of finances and a lack of interest on 
the part of Cuban exiles residing in the Metropolitan 
New York area. 

The source^! contacted advised that MASFERRER 
is still the leading figure in the anti-CASTBO organization 
known as Un Rifle (One Rifle )(UR) or Unidad Revolucionaria 
(Revolutionary Unity) (UR). The sources observed that 
MASFERRER still publishes a weekly newspaper in Union 
City, New Jersey, and this newspaper appears to be about 
the only source of income for MASFERRER and his organization. 
The sources advised that the newspaper of MASFERRER is 
called "Libertad". 

ROLANDO MASFERRER ROJAS, 3 46 West 45th Street, 

New York City, was contafcted on June 26, 1963* concerning 
another matter. At this time, he was questioned about 
the activities of his organization and his own activities. 

MASFERRER stated on June 26, 1963, that his 
activities have been currently curtailed during recent 
months due to lack of interest in the New York area on 
the part of Cuban exiles and also because there is much 
despondency among the Cuban exiles that jio thing will be 
doae by the United States to overthrow the regime of 
Fiime Minister FIDEL CASTRO in Cuba. 

MASFERRER stated that he has a few arms still 
available to his organization in the Miami area, but he 
has issued instructions to his cousin, ANTONIO ROJAS, who 
resides in Miami that he should not furnish any arms to 
any organization In the Miami area. 

MASFERRER stated that he feels that the only 
way help can be given to the people in Cuba is to 
deliver arms into the oountry in a large supply with 
sufficient ammunition. He believes the hit and run raids 
carried out by certain Cuban exile groups have no effect 
whatsoever on the CASTRO regime. MASFERRER stated that 
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It was for this reason that he has Instructed ANTONIO 
ROJAS not to Issue any arras to any groups In Miami 
because he feels that they will merely be used by groups 
who contemplate making raids on the coast of Cuba. 


MASPERRER also advised on June 2 6 , 1 963 * that 
he continues to publish his newspaper which is called

Inquiries by Miami and New York have shown that during early 
August, 1963, Masferrer recruited and sent to Miami a group qf Cuban 
exiles who at his Instructions purchased arms and other military 
equipment and proceeded to Miami area at his direction. Initially, tMs 
group was under the Impression it was to invade Cuba; however, after, * 
arriving In Florida they learned that it was actually intended that K 
they reinforce Haitian rebel forces under the leadership of General |L> 
Leon Cantave who have been engaged in efforts to overthrow Haitian 
dictator Francois Duvalier. Subsequently, word was received that 
Cantave no longer desired assistance and this venture thereupon collapsed 
Most of the group involved have, in fact, returned to their homes. 

On interview, Masferrer admitted that he had agreed to assist 
Cantave in the latter's invasion of Haiti in return for an agreement ' 
that Cantave, if successful, would later allow Masferrer to use Haiti 
as a base of operations against Cuba. Masferrer said that a number of 
his followers had traveled from New York area to Miami' at their own 
Expense in connection with this affair , but he declined to say whether I 
he had been in the Miami area* In the latter connection, subject is / 

under Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS) parole and is 
restricted to New York area and, accordingly, any admission on his part 
that he has been in Miami area would tend to incriminate him. 


Bureau of Customs on 9/6/63 seized various weapons, ammunition 
and military supplies at the home of Masferrer's cousin. This material 
evidently had been collected in furtherance of the proposed expedition

ROLANDO MASFERRER, op 9/11/63, furnished a list 
of 40 Individuals who traveled from the New --York- 
New Jersey areas to Miami, Florida, to participate 
in the planned invasion by MASFERRER of Haiti. 
MASFERRER stated that the men recruited for this 
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ROLANDO MASPERRER ROJAS, former Cuban Senator and leader 
of an anti-CASTRO organization, was Interviewed on September 11, 
1963, at his office which is located at 346 West 45th Street, 

New York City. At the time of Interview, MASPERRER was advised 
that he did not have to make any statement, that any statement 
which he made could be used against him In a court of law, and 
that he had the right to consult an attorney. MASPERRER stated 
that he was willing to voluntarily furnish the following 
Information; 

MASPERRER advised that he had about 120 men In Florida 
who were to accompany him to Haiti to assist General LEON 
CANTAVE, former member of the General Staff of the Haitian 
Armed Forces who Is now In exile and who Is seeking the overthrow 
of Haitian President FRANCOIS DUVALEER. MASPERRER stated that 
of the 120 men who were going to accompany him, about 80 were 
from the Miami area and 40 were from the New York -New Jersey areas. 
MASPERRER advised that he was not personally acquainted with all 
the Individuals from the Miami area, the New York-New Jersey 
areas, and only had a list of the men. MASPERRER stated that 
these men were not all followers of hl$ but w er © members of 
various anti-CASTRO organizations In exile who are will ing< and 
able and desirous of fighting to overthrow the Cuban regime 
of FIDEL CASTRO.

MASFERRER atated that when the men were recruited 
they were not told that they were flrat going to Haiti to ^ 
aaalat General CANTAVE. MASFERRER atated that they were all 
told that they were being recruited for the purpoae of fighting 
FIDEL CASTRO In Cuba. MASFERRER atated that the group was 
told that they were first going to go to Haiti to assist Qeneral 
CANTAVE and then operate from a base In Haiti against CASTRO 
after they had arrived In the Miami, Florida, area. 


MASFERRER further advised on September 11 , 1963 # 
that when he arrived in the Miami area, there were certain 
individuals who tried to dissuade him from going to Haiti, 
and one of these individuals was ''CUCO" LEON, whom he described 
as a Cuban who formerly was a member of the House of 
Representatives in Cuba and a member of the political party 
known as Partido Demoo rat loo. MASFERRER stated that LEON said 
that there was a secret agreement between LUIS SOMOZA and 
FRANCOIS DUVALIER, but MASFERRER stated that he did not believe 
that such an agreement existed. LEON told MASFERRER that it 
would be better for him and hi a men to go to Nicaragua, as 
there were bases there and to eee the setup in Nicaragua 
and to fight CASTRO from a base there.

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MASFERRER also stated that another Individual:- 
who tried to dissuade him from going to Haiti was TEOFILO "TOFl" 
BABOUN, who is a oousip of the Haitian Consul General in 
Miami, Florida. MASFERRER. stated that TEOFILO BABOUN wanted 
to diBsuade him because of economic reasons, as BABOUN has 
several oement plants in Haiti and operates boats between 
Haiti and San Juan, Puerto Rico. 

MASFERRER also advised that while he was in the 
Miami area, he did not see Lieutenant JOSE IVAN ALEORETT, Nicaragua! 

Vioe Consul in Miami. MASFERRER did state that he had seen 
SANTIAGO ALVAREZ, who is one of the leaders of the anti-Communist 
organization known as Comapdos L. MASFERRER stated that the 
purpose of contacting SANTIAGO ALVAREZ was to see if some 
arrangements could be made for boats to take his men from 
Florida to Haiti. 

MASFERRER advised that while some of his men we^e 
at No Name Key and the others were at a small farm between 
Homestead, Florida, and Perrins* Florida, he notified the 
individuals in charge at No Name Key that they should be 
brought back to Miami, MASFERRER stated that he did this about 
12 hours before they were going to leave Florida. for Haiti, 
but between the time the men left No Name Key and Homestead 
word had been delivered to him indirectly from General CANTAVE 
who informed him, MASFERRER, not to Join in the invasion of 
Haiti. MASFERRER stated that after all the men had gotten 
to the Miami area, they were told that they wsre not going 
to go on the expedition. 

MASFERRER stated that all the individuals had returned 
to Miami, and indicated that there was a small group that 
remained in Miami who claimed that they had been abandoned by 
MASFERRER and his people* MASFERRER stated that these were 
disgruntled individuals and totaled about five or six. MASFERRER 
stated that these individuals were ones who did not contribute 
arms or equipment to the expedition, and when they returned to 
Miami, they contacted MASFERRER 's people asking for their arms* 
as they desired to sell them in the Miami area in order to 
obtain funds to pay for their transportation back to the New 
York area. MASFERRER stated that he had been called from Miami 
relative to this incident* and he informed his representatives 
in Miaini that they should not give them any guns. 
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MASFERRER etated that In regard to the point of 
embarkation from the United States, he was not going to 
leave the United States from the Mipmi area nor from the 
Florida Keys because this area is too heavily patrolled. 

MASFERRER stated that it would be very easy to depart Florida 
eltta? from Fort Lauderdale or Tampa, but did not indioate from 
whioh point he intended to leave.

The September 6, 1963 issue of the MIAMI NEWS 
carried an article entitled "Leader Stranded Them, Exile 
Raid Recruits Say - MAS FERRER Switches Raids." This 
article reflects that a dozen Cuban exiles complained to 
the Miami police on September 6, 1963, that ROLANDO MAS- 
FERRER, described as a one time BATISTA terrorist, re- 
cruited them for a raid on Cuba, but instead left them 
stranded In Miami. They said they were part of a con- 
tingent of between 50 and 60 men signed up by MASFERRER 
"who has been rejected by most exile groups, and has been 
ordered out of Florida by the U.S." 

According to the article, these exiles said they 
had contributed their savings to MASFERRER 's "invasion" 
fund, and all complained they were broke and hungry. 

The article disclosed MASFERRER told these exiles 
he was financing d commando type raid on the Cuban coast, 
after which he would take them to a base in Nicaragua, 
where -they would join other anti-CASTRO forces.

Rolando Masferrer Rojas, 42-26 8lst Street, 
Elmhurst, Queens, New York, a former Cuban Senator, news- 
paper editor, and leader of a notorious private army in 
Cuba known as "The Tigers," on October 20, 19^4, advised 
that he has been associated with a group of Haitian exiles 
headed by Father Jean Baptiste Georges and Paul Toussaint, 
who are seeking to overthrow the goverrmient of Haiti with 
the assistance of Cuban exiles.

MaBferrer stated that he has spoken many times 
with Father Georges, Paul Toussaint, and Magloire, and he 
has adviBed them of his, Masferrer' a, past difficulty in 
taking men to the Miami area prior to an invasion. Masferrer 
stated that he pointed out to them the difficulty he 
previously encountered in obtaining housing, food, and 
supplies prior to departure from the United States. Masferrer 
stated that despite his warnings, this particular Haitian 
group under Father Georges, has gone ahead and has obtained 
a houBe in the Miami area where th^ner^are put up tempor- 
arlly,and also, presumably throughflHp have a training 
base somewhere in the Florida Everglades. 

1 Masferrer advised that he has only a couple of 

his men with this Haitian group and the roost important one,

The lour leading Haitian exile groups which 
are actively Involved at present In plans to overthrow 
the Haitian Government are: 



1) Jeune Haiti., an all-white groupheaded by 
GUSLE VILLADERON. 

2) Combat, an all-Negro group headed by 
PAUL TOUSSAINT and FERMIN JOSEPH. 

3) La Legion Liberatrice headed by 
BERNARD SANSARICQ. 

4) Forces Armees Revolutionnaires Haitiennes 
(FARH) headed by Father JEAN BAPTISTE 
GEORGES. 

All of these groups have their headquarters 
In New York, and have recruited their members principally 
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RE: HAITIAN REVOLUTIONARY ACTIVITIES 


from the New York area, where approximately 40,000 
Haitians live at present. The groups have the 
distinct characteristic of having young leaders and 
members who are idealistic and burning with the desire 
to overthrow DUVALIER and his repressive regime. 

Jeune Haiti has infiltrated some of its members 
into Haiti, where they are active at present as guerrillas. 

The leaders of "Combat" have been in contact 
with anti-CASTRO Cubans in Miami, and have enlisted 
their assistance in the fight against DUVALIER. 

The feeling of the Haitian exile groups at 
present is to proceed against Haiti , whether or not . 

they violate United States laws. These groups have been 
waiting until after the United States Presidential Election 
in order not to embarrass the government, but they now 
feel nothing further can delay them. The groups will 
try to avoid breaking the law, but will not be too 
concerned if they do. Any arrest by United States 
authorities will, they feel, publicize their cause to The 
world and show that the United States is helping to keep 
in power a cruel, ruthless dictator. 

PEDRO VALDIVIA, who was a Colonel in the Cuban 
Army during the BATISTA regime, is the military 
expo r t and planner for the proposed combined Haitian 
exile-anti -CASTRO Cuban operation, and he has said nothing 
now should stop the attack against DUVALIER. 

The Haitian exile groups are anxious to 
receive United States assistance, or at least a waiver 
of certain laws to permit them to operate. Regardless 
of this, they plan to attempt to attack Haiti. If 
they do not receive any assistance from the United 
States and are successful, they will, in the future, 
refuse to trade with the United States and obstruct 
any United States efforts to develop Haiti. They feel

they can receive sufficient help to maintain Haiti 
from France and other European countries. 



J said the one incident which has 
unified and strengthened the Haitian exiles more than 
anything else was the recent alleged beheading of 
several Haitian rebels who were captured by DUVALIER's 
troops. Their heads, according to Haitian newspapers, 
were displayed in Port-Au-Prince as a lesson to the 
population that they must not revolt against DUVALIER.

Several months ago Paul Toussalnt and Fermln*.

States, contacted Quintas to request hi6 assistance in 
developing a plan to overthrow the Duvaller Government 
in Haiti utilizing a joint Haitian - Cuban exile force. 
Another Cuba n who had been cWtacted in this regard by 
Toussalnt and Joseph is Pedro rSCaldiyia, formerly a colonel 
in the Cuban Army. 


Quintas said that he was asked to rent a house 
to provide shelter for the Cubans and Haitians to be sent 
to Miami from New York to participate in this plan. Quintas 
rented a house at 2164 N. V. 19th Avenue.

Quintas was also asked to locate a farm outside 
Miami which could be used to set up a training site for 
the Haitlansand Cubans.

About ten to fifteen Cubans stayed at this 
house but have since returned to New York City. As 
far as Quintas knows there are no H aitians or Cubans 
involved in this plan presently in Miami , excepting Fermin 
Joseph, Valdivia and Jean Elie, another Haitian. 

Quintas explained that a number of meetings 
were held at his house attended by Toussa lnt . Joseph, 

Pedro Valdivia, and Jgan. Klje. Various plans for train- 
ing, arming, and moving a group of men from Miami to 
Haiti were discussed. The problem of obtaining a boat 
was discussed at length but never solved, chiefly because 
of the lack of adequate funds. Toussalnt had some funds 
but they were far from adequate to support this plan. 
Toussalnt has since returned to New York City. Fermin

Rolando Arcadio Masferrer Rojas, 42-26 8lst Street, 
Elmhurst, Queens, New York, who currently is writing for the 
new Spanish language daily newspaper in New York called "JJundo 
Americano" which has its printing offices located at 7 6 Gerry 
Street, Brooklyn, New York, on October 5* 1965* stated that 
he is not involved in any activities concerned with overthrowing 
the government of Haiti. Masferrer stated that he has been 
working with "Mundo Americano" for about two months and that 
he is working six days a week on the average of fourteen to 
fifteen hours a day in getting out this newspaper. Masferrer 
advised that he is not actively engaged, at the present time. 

’ in any revolutionary activities as he sees no possibility at 
the present time of achieving any success in military affairs 
against Cuba or Haiti, and secondly, because he does not have 
the time to devote himself to these activities. 

Masferrer advised that he has been a close friend 
of Father Diego Madrigal ever since he came into exile ahd 
that Father Madrigal currently is engaged in Haitian revolutionary 
activities with Father Jean Baptiste Georges. Masferrer 
stated that Father Madrigal came to him recently and had asked 
for assistance in the form of manpower and weapons. Masferrer 
stated that he told Father Madrigal that he would be in a 
position to raise a force of one hundred Cubans to assist him 
and that these people would be armed. Masferrer said that 
the hundred men whcmhe promised Father Madrigal would be 
individual f who have been friendly to him since he came into 
exile and that many of these men are former members of 
Brigade 2506 which invaded Cuba in 1961 and Cuban exiles who 
received military training in the Uhited States Army at 
Fort Jackson, South Carolina. Masferrer stated that these 
hundred men which he offered to Father Madrigal would come 
from New York, Miami, and possibly Los Angeles. Masferrer 
stated that the majority of the men would come from the Miami, 
Florida, area. 

Masferrer advised that he was not going to furnish 
V'eapons to these people but would make sure that they purchased 
their own weapons before they Joined with Father Madrigal and 
Father Jean Baptiste Georges. Masferrer stated that he had 
always been of the opinion that, logistically speaking, a base

in Haiti would be an excellent spot from which to operate 
against Cuba in bringing aid to people in the Province of 
Oriente who are opposed to the present government in Cuba. 
Masferrer advised that the invasion force of Haiti would be 
composed almost entirely of Cuban exiles because, although the 
Cubans are undependable, nevertheless, they are far better 
than the Haitians in such matters. 

Masferrer stated that he had no knowledge of any 
group of men in Mexico who would 'be used to invade Cuba or 
that Nandin Robaina was in any way connected with Haitian 
revolutionary activities. Masferrer stated that he has known 
Fernando Robaina, who is known by the nickname of “Nandin" 
since he was about fifteen years of age and that “Nandiri 1 recently 
failed in a business venture in Texas and moved to Mexico. 
Masferrer said that Robaina was of a sugar family in Cuba 
and knew the sugar industry very well but that he has never 
been engaged in any revolutionary activity, either Cuban or 
Haitian. Masferrer said that Robaina is by nature and experience 
a “playboy" and would not under any circumstance know how 
to carry out assignments in revolutionary activities. 

Masferrer also stated on October 5, 1965* that he has 
not had any meeting or discussion with General Leon Cantave 
since September, 1963, when he had attempted to assist Cantave 
when Cantave invaded Haiti from the Dominican Republic. 

Masferrer further stated that he had only seen Daniel Fignole 
once in his life and that he has never spoken with Fignole. 

Masferrer also advised that his brother, Rodolpho 
Masferrer, known as “Kiki" Masferrer, has never represented 
him in any discussions regarding revolutionary activities. 

Rol&'?,ib Masferrer said that his brother, 'kiki',' has not been 
engaged in revolutionary activities and currently is practicing 
dentistry in Florida. Masferrer stated that the only 
individual who ip authorized to speak or act for him is his 
cousin, Antonip^RoJa^/Masferrer, who is in Miami, Florida. 

:• - , Masferrer stated that he wanted to reiterate 

emphatically that he is not now engaged in any revolutionary 
activity whether it be Cuban or Haitian. He stated that he

has offered services of people friendly with him to Father 
Madrigal and through Father Madrigal to Father Jean Baptiste 
Georges but he has not had any direct personal conversations 
with Father Georges nor does he have any knowledge that General 
Oar.tave or Daniel Fignole currently are involved in revolutionary 
activities . 

Masferrer said that if Father Madrigal and Father 
Georges are capable of carrying out any activity against 
President Duvalier which would bring a government favorable 
to the 'United States and to the Cuban exiles, he would assist 
materially in any way he could. Masferrer stated, however, 
that without the approval of the proper people in Washington, 
D.C., there will be no successful invasion of Haiti and that 
he has on many occasion pointed out to Father Madrigal that 
before he gets too deeply involved in these plans that the 
whole thing should be discussed with the proper individuals 
in Washington in order to obtain their approval. Masferrer 
finally noted that it was his private personal opinion that 
the alleged plan to invade Haiti would not materialize because 
there was not the necessary financial support and that the 
Haitian people were completely undependable. 

Sources of the New York Office of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation who are familiar with Cuban activities in 
the New York area advised that they had no knowledge of 
Rolando Masferrer being engaged with Haitian revolutionary 
activities.

Francois Duvalier, "President for Life" of Haiti 
who rules that country as a ruthless dictator, is reported 
to have issued a decree that all persons returning to Haiti 
from Nassau, Bahamas f are to be executed. Duvalier Is 
convinced that the greatest current threat to his 
continuation in power is a group of Haitian exiles in 
Nassau allegedly being organized for an invasion of Haiti.

MASPERRER advised V' 
that Father 0EQR0ES and HENRY VHRMA do not see eye to eye 
politically and* in fact# very seldom speak to cne another* * - 

MASPERRER stated that from the standpoint of finances # he is 
in support of VHAMA. but politically he is in svnpathy.with 
Father GEORGES. 

MASPERRER stated that the invasion force would 
total approximately 300 , and that these men would be mostly 
Cuban exiles, and that HENRY VHAMA has insisted that the entire 
invasion force bo composed of MASPERRER said that 

he was opposed to this Idea of VHAMA of having the force ,r T , 
made up of entirely Cubans* but that if VHAMA had the money v 
to finance the invasion# then he would go along with that idea. 
MASPERRER stated that the major portion of the invasion force 
would come from exiles in the Miami area* hut that there were 
some who would join from the New York area.

As the Bureau is well aware of the background 
and reputation of MASFERRER, although he has been cautioned 
not to in any way advise associates that he has been In 
contact with the FBI, it is very difficult to guarantee 
that any contact that the KYO has with MASFERRER will be 
held in confidence 1/ MASFERRER. 

In view of the active interest of US Customs^ 

Miami, in the activities of MASFERRER, no active 
investigation will be conducted by the NYO, but th^ NYO 
will remain alert for any developments in this matter. 

In the event MASFERRER voluntary contacts the NYO, any 
information furnished by him will be furnished immediately 
to the Bureau and interested Offices.

concerning another matter. During the interview with Maaferrer 
on December 27# 1965# Masferrer had stated that he had, in the 
past, offered support to Father Jean Baptiste Georges, ajjaitiar. 
exile Roman Catholic priest and to Rather Dieg<dmdrigal^ 
a Cuban exile Roman Catholic prl g&t, for their plans 
to overthrow the~H5ItIah Government of Francois Duvalier. 
Maaferrer stated that his offer of support to Father Georges and 
Father Madrigal was in the form of equipment and men and that 
the total manpower would be about 300. 



Masferrer stated that the 300 individuals offered to 
the Haitians were Cuban exiles from the New York area and the 
Miami area who are anxious to carry out some nilitary activity in 
an effort to obtain a base in Haiti or off the coast of Haiti 
from which they could operate against Cuba. 


Masferrer on December 27# 1965# pointed out that hie 
offer of support was nothing more than a promise on his part 
and it was dependent up on Father Georges receiving official 
approvaT~t6 carry out this lnvaSlon^rom~TJnit€rd' State s authorities, 
Masferrer said that he told Father Georges "that 'he' was acting 
very foolishly and unrealistically if he attempted to carry out 
any revolutionary activities against Haiti without first obtaining 
approval of the proper united States authorities. 


Masferrer also noted on December 27, 1965# that he 
specifically informed Fathers Georges and Madrigal that his name, 
Masferrer, was not an acceptable pa me to united states authorities 

that any help which he could offer would have to be done very 
quietly without his, Masferrer' s, name ever being mentioned. 


Masferrer also advised during this Interview that he 
bad then had two meetings with Henry Vixama who had identified 
himself to Masferrer as a Haitian exile who had spent several 
years in Africa and had been the personal representative of 
and counselor to the President of Chad. Masferrer said that 
Vixama appears to have financial means at his disposal but he 
was not sure as to what amount of money Vixama was willing to 
give to the Haitian invasion. Masferrer said that he had his

own personal reservations concerning Vixama and believed Vixama 
to be an individual concerned only with his own interests and 
a man who has plans to become president of Haiti. Masferrer 
said that he had tried to question Vixama as to the source of 
his finances but Vixama declined to elaborate either on the source 
of his money or the amount of money at his disposal. 

Masferrer pointed out that Vixama and Father Georges 
have had a couple of meetings but it was quite apparent during 
these meetings that both Father Georges and Vixama were not 
individuals who could get along with each other as both have 
ideas of grandeur and designs on becoming the next president 
of Haiti. 

Masferrer stated op December 27# 1965# that in order to 
pee whether or not Father Georges and Vixama have any possibility 
of carrying out a successful Invasion of Haiti, he has invited 
Vladimir Secen of Miami, Florida, to New York to meet with both 
Vixama and Father Georges. Masferrer stated that Colonel Secen 
had been a colonel in the German army during World War II and 
had then gone to the Dominican Republic where he became a colonel 
in the Dominican army. Masferrer stated that he has known Colonel 
Secen from the Miami area where Secen is now living as a Dominican 
exile since Secen is a naturalized Dominican citizen. 

Rolando Masferrer appeared at the New York Office 
on February 7, 1966, ^nd during the course of interview, Masferrer 
furnished the following information concerning details of the 
planned invasion of Haiti; 

Masferrer advised that the decision to invade Haiti 
must be made within the next several days by Henry Vixama because 
Vixama is the Indlvldu4l who Has the necessary money to finance 
such an operation. Masferrer said that it is being assumed by 
all concerned that Vixama has at his disposal approximately 
$150,000.00. Masferrer stated that he has never had an exact 
figure mentioned to him by Vixama >nd has not seen this type of 
money and stated that thus far Vixama for incidental expenses 
has expended about $1^000,00 

Masferrer stated that he is active in the planning of 
the invasion of Haiti as he believes that this is the opportune 
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time to overthrow Francois Duvalier, and that he has been working 
Closely with Father Jean Baptiste Georges, Father Diego Madrigal, 
and Henry Vlxama. Masferrer stated that he continues to meet 
on almost a daily basis with vlxama and is with Vixaraa because 
Vixama has money although he prefers to be with Father Jean 
Baptiste Georges because he is in agreement with the political 
ideas of Father Georges rather than Vixama. Masferrer stated 
that Father Georges has the sympathy and the support of the 
Haitian military and the Haitian people but Father Georges does 
not have any money with which to carry out a successful invasion 
of Haiti. / 

I Masferrer stated that Gepfral Leon^fdantave, Daniel 

Fignole, and former president PauljMaglqire; Haitian exile - leaders, 
/ were-ln no way lTivolverTn^eaVoivasroh plans. Masferrer 
stated t.iat the whole idea of the Haitian invasion was formulated 
by Father Jean Baptiste Georges and that Henry Vixama had 
come into the picture around October, 1965, with the offer to 
finance this invasion. Masferrer stated that on Deccirber 27, IQ65, 
he had invited Colonel Vladimir Secen to New York to meet with ' 

' Father Georges and Vixama in order to assess the military potential 
for a successful invasion of Haiti. Masferrer stated that Colonel 
Secen is the military chief of the invasion force and that he, 
Masferrer, is cooperating with all involved by offering equipment 
and men. 

\ 


Masferrer stated that Henry Vixama prefers not to have 
Father Georges with him and wants the invasion force composed 
entirely of Cuban exiles. Masferrer stated that he disagrees 
with this idea of Vixama as he feels there should be Haitian 
exiles in the invasion but since Vlxama has the necessary funds 
he will go along with Vixama 1 b desire. 


Masferrer stated that he bas made contacts in Miami, 
Florida, among the Cuban exiles residing in that area and has 
been successful in obtaining promises from various exile organ- 
izations to supply the necessary manpower which he would estimat- 
to be 300 men. Masferrer stated that most of the individuals 
involved in the who have had

Masferrer stated that in order to make the invasion 
a success it would be necessary to have 300 men, 3 planes, 6 boats, 
twelve .50 caliber machine guns, twenty .30 caliber machine guns, 
four 8l millimeter mortars, eight 60 millimeter mortars, four 57 
millimeter recoilless rifles, four 4.5 rocket launchers, 1,000 
Mark 2 hand grenades, communications and medical equipment. 
Masferrer on February 7> 1966, declined to advise whether or not 
the individuals concerned with the invasion actually had the above 
equipment or were In the process of assembling this equipment. 
Masferrer stated that with all the equipment lying around the 
Miami area among the Cuban exiles it would not be very difficult 
to assemble the needed material but he again declined to state 
whether or not they already possessed this material, 

Masferrer on February 7# 1966, advised that he would 
be meeting that day with Henry Vlxama and would impress up6n 
Vixama that it was of absolute necessity that Vixama ma!:e the 
decision within the next three days to either invade or not 
invade Haiti because if it is put off any longeq those involved 
and those "willing to go on the invasion would lose faith in 
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Vlxama. Masferrer said that in the event Vixaraa makes the 
decision to invade Haiti that he, Masferrer, would go on the 
invasion aB he had an ulterior motive and that was to establish 
a base of operation in Haiti from which activity could be carried 
out agiinst Cuba particularly in Oriente Province.

JEAN BAPTISTE GEORGES, a Haitian priest Whom ALVAREZ 
had not previously met. MADRIGAL stated that Pather 
GEORGES was active In'seeklng the overthrow of the 
dictator of Haiti, DUVALIBR. Both Father* MADRIGAL 
and GEORGES stated they were looking for assistance 
from Cuban refugees in Miami who had been active In anti- 
CASTRO activities. They asked for ALVAREZ' help In this 
regard and also asked If he knew where a boat could be 
obtained. 

ALVAREZ stated he was not Interested In the 
problems of these men and added. In his opinion, the 
Cuban problem Is In no way related to the Haitian problem.

Masferrer appeared at the New York Office 
of the FBI in order to furnish Information concerning another 
matter and during the course of his visit to the New York Office, 
the following information was elicited from him: 


Masferrer returned frca Miami on the weekend of 
March 5# 1966. and stated that he was quite satisfied with 
accomplishments in the Miami area in forming a group of Cuban 
exiles willing to invade Haiti and**otrerthrow the government 
of President Francois Duvall er and then set up a base in Haiti, 
from which military action could be taken against Cuba primarily 
in the Province of Orient©. Masferrer stated that he was 
satisfied with what had been accomplished primarily because 
of the divergent groups which had been aligned. Masferrer pointed 
out that he had brought about a working agreement among the 
military people in the Miami area who formerly had been 
followers of Prime Minister Fidel Castro of Cuba and also 
military of the former Cuban army of ex-President Fulgencio 
Batista. 

_ Masferrer also advised on March l4> 1966,that 
yiadimlTsBecen, who formerly was the military, chief of this 
Invasion force, was now replaced by NapoleperVllaboa who is 
4 former member of the United States Marine Corps.

Masferrer further advised that Henry Vixama, 

Haitian exile who is supplying t&e financial backing for 

this planned invasion of Haiti* was last reported to have 

gone to Nassau* British West Indies and then was to go to 

Kingston* Jamaica. Masferrer stated that he has not personally 

mot with Vixama since early February, 1966. As o t the present time, 

Masferrer stated that expenses and items purchased were paid 

for by Vixama and he, Masferrer, has only seen about $6,500 

cash from Vixama. Masferrer stated that nothing further can 

be done along the lines of planning for the expedition until 

Vixama advances more funds.

Rolando Arcadio Masferrer Rojas, 32-42 42nd Street, 
ABtorla, Long Island, New York, a former Cuban Senator and 
leader of a Cuban exile organization, contacted the New 
York Office (NYO) of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) on May 17, 196 6. During contact with Masferrer, 
the following information was elicited from him: 

Masferrer advised that he has not been in personal 
contact with Henry Vixama, a Haitian exile, who was furnishing 
financial backing for a planned invasion of Haiti. Masferrer 
stated that he had received one telephone call from Vixama 
about five days ago and during the conversation, Vixama 
pretended that he was in Montreal, Canada, but ^Jasferrer 
stated that during the conversation, the telephone operator 
asked Vixama to deposit another dime which indicated that 
Vixama was calling^aBferrer from the New York area. 

Masferrer Btat^eKthat he has done nothing further relative 
to the allegeti plans of Vixama to invade Haiti and overthrow 
Franc olafetivalier. presid ent of Haiti . 

Masferrer further stated on May 17, 19^6, that, 
to his knowledge, Vixama is not in any position now to 
carry out an invasion of Haiti as he has neither manpower 
nor weapons. Masferrer said that he continued to be of the 
opinion that now was the appropriate time to make an attack 
against Haiti and he was positive that a well-planned attack 
would be successful in overthrowing the Government of Haiti.

ROLANDO MASFERRER was generally known in Cuba 
during the 1940s as a leading official of the Communist 
Party of Cuba (CPC) known as the Partido Socialista 
Popular (PSP). He was reportedly expelled from the PSP 
in 1945 because of an internal dispute. As late as April, 

1947, he was reported to have said that he personally 
believed in Marxist principles and in 1951 he was reported 
to continue to maintain his basic ideology despite his 
break with the PSP. 

He fought with the International Brigade on the 
side of the communists in the Spanish Civil War in 1937.

During the 1950s, MASFERRER maintained a personal 
army in Oriente Province in Cuba which was known as the 
Tigers of MASFERRER. Allegedly, this force operated outside 
the law at the whim of MASFERRER, using force and killing 
without reprisal from the Cuban government. 

MASFERRER arrived in Florida on January 1, 1959, 
immediately following the collapse of the BATISTA regime. 

In June, 1959, MASFERRER was reported to be involved in a 
plan to bring about the overthrow of FIDEL CASTRO with a 
group of Cubans bas&d in the Dominican Republic led by ex- 
J^uban General JOSEvPEDRAZA . This operation came to an end 
with I he capture Cuba of 10 members of the group at 
Trinidad, Las Villas. 

On Julyf 30, 1959, U.S. Customs arrested two Americans 
and a Cuban at a Miami airport in possession of arms which 
they said were the property of MASFERRER and were to be dropped 
by parachute into Cuba . 

On November 9, I960, during an interview, MASFERRER 
admitted he was responsible for sending an expedition of 27 
men to invade Cuba in October, 1960, of which 11 were killed 
or executed and the remainder received long prison terms.

In late 1960 or early 1961, MASFERRKR again 
gathered a group of Cubans and American adventurers in 
Miami in preparation of some type of military activity. 

On January 7, 1961, six of these Americans 
were captured in Cuba and sentenced to 30 years in prison. 

On July 31, 1961, MASFERRKR was ordered moved 
to another section of the U.S. and relocated in the New 
York - New Jersey area. In 1962, he organized and began 
recruiting a new group which he called *'unrifle n and 
began collecting and sending arms to the Miami area. 

In August, 1963, he began his first Haitian - 
Cuban invasion scheme, sending a group of about 40 men 
from the New York - New Jersey area to Miami. This 
scheme eventually expired for lack of resources. " - 

In the fall of 1964, MASFERRER put in motion 
another plan for the invasion of Haiti sending men and 
equipment to the Miami area, but this plan subsequently 
also collapsed. 

In April, 1966, MASFERRER for a third time began 
to organize and develop a plan to invade Haiti which 
continued until January 2, 1967, when U.S. Customs Agents 
arrested MASFERRER and 75 other men charging them with 
conspiracy to export munitions of war and with planning 
a military expedition to Haiti. 

MASFERRER and five co-conspirators were convicted 
in Federal Court, Miami, Florida, of the above charges. 

On February 29, 1968, MASFERRER was sentenced 
to serve four years in prison. This conviction is presently 
under appeal, and MASFERRER is at liberty under bond. 

When interviewed pn May 8, 1968, MASFERRER stated 
that be was not then engaged in any plan of a military nature 
and was awaiting the results of his appeal from the conviction 
mentioned above, which he expects will take at least another 
year.

I. B ACKGROUND 

ROLANDO MASFERRER 1b a Cuban exile who has been 
involved in several plots to invade Haiti in order to 
establish a base of operations against Cuba. The last 
such operation was terminated on January 2, 1967, when 
76 persons, including, MASFERRER, were arrested by U. S. 
Customs Agents at Coco Plum Beach, Florida. MASFERRER 
and five others were later convicted in United States 
Federal Court, Miami, Florida, of conspiring to Invade 
Haiti and on February 28, 1968, MASFERRER was sentenced 
to four years' imprisonment on the basis of this conviction. 
He was freed on bond pending appeals. 

On August 20, 1969, ROLANDO MASFERRER was 
interviewed at the offices of "Libertad," 2000 Vest 
Flagler Street, Miami. "Libertad" is a Spanish- language 
newspaper published weekly by ROLANDO MASFERRER. The 
masthead of the newspaper Identifies MASFERRER as its 
editor in chief. MASFERRER advised that he continues 
to reside at 6775 Southwest 27th Street, Miami, Florida, 
and that his only employment is that of editor of the 
newspaper "Libertad." He said that be had given up bis 
employment as a night watchman in order to devote full 
time to the newspaper, which J.s now beginning to make 
money.

The May 23, 1969, issue of "Libertad" also carried 
an article entitled "THE BLOCKADE" by ROLANDO MASFERRER.

CASTRO and his Russian masters from Cuba, 
returning to us our country mhich me did not 
know horn to defend. 

"Re demand, in justice, that you respect 
our fighters and their right to use inter- 
national maters to help these fighting in Cuba, 
mith meapons and ammunition to be used against 
the communist oppressors. 

"It mas my pleasure to remind Republican 
Senator ED GURNET, mho mas introduced by my old 
friend FERNANDO PENABAZ, that the Russian ships 
anchor three miles off the coasts of Maryland and 
Mem Jersey. They are .not after cod and tuna, 
they are checking on electronic transmissions 
vital to the defense of this country. And, 
paradoxically, American and British destroyers 
arrest our courageous brothers at sea, three 
miles from the Cuban coast, and confiscate 
weapons purchased mith the blood, smeat and 
tears of the exiles.

"It did not please Senator GURNET, who 
fought for human rights against the totali- 
tarians in the Second World War, that the U.B., 
forgetting its traditions, is acting as body- 
guard for a bandit who is also their enemy. 

"I trust that this shame placed on the U.S. 
by the dismal administration of President 
John F. Kennedy is about to stop. 

"If it does not, one day we will hear that 
the Coast Guard and the Marines have had to sink 
crews of patriots who are going to Cuba to 
demonstrate that the exiles have not forgotten 
our compatriots on the island. 

"This is about to happen. 

"We cannot be indifferent towards the 
merchants without conscience or principles who 
ignore the American blockade and lengthen the 
agony of the Cuban people by supplying CASTRO 
with fuel, food, machinery and weapons. 

"They are allies of the criminal who has 
fallen upon our country like a biblical curse. 

We must and we can strike them, on the sea and 
anywhere else, wherever it will hurt them most. 

"Even though we do not move a finger, 

CASTRO will fall this year by the actions of 
the people of Cuba . 

"As men, we cannot .merely stand by, just 
because the American policy Is not to give us 
permission to strike. 

"A ship sunk, a warehouse burned, a bridge 
blown up, a G-2 man sent to the other world, 
stimulates the courage of those inside Cuba. 

At any moment, they can precipitate the battle 
to wipe out the Castro regime.

"Join those who want to fight. Let's 
sink British, Spanish, French and Russian 
ships. It is undignified to ask others to 
do what is our duty." 

ROLANDO MASFERRER was interviewed on April 23, 
1969, at which time he said that he was working six days 
a week, 11:00 P.M. to 8:00 A.M., as a night watchman, 
and also prepared and published a weekly newspaper. He 
said that in view of these activities, he was not at 
that time engaged in any significant activity among the 
Cuban exiles, although he continues to maintain contact 
with certain groups. MASFERRER noted that he was under 
a sentence of four years in prison for his unsuccessful 
attempt to invade Haiti, which conviction is pending 
appeal. He said that in view of this situation, he did " ‘ 
not want to involve himself in activities which might 
prejudice his appeal. 

The July 18, 1969, issue of "Libertad," page 16, 
contained an article captioned as follows: 

CARLOS B. FERNANEEZ SPEAKS OUT 

R epresented ANTONIO ROJAS in the Haitian Trials 

A translation of this article is set forth below. 

"The Federal Court of Appeals has just 
confirmed the sentence of ROLANDO MASFERRER 
and other Cubans, along with three Haitians 
who were found guilty of organizing a 
military expedition to Haiti. This confirma- 
tion came to us just as the previous edition 
was being closed. It m£ans that the accused 
will have to serve their sentences, unless 
another appeal is made to the Supreme Court 
of the United States.' 

"That is the news. Our comment is that 
in addition to the fact that as lawyers, we 
do not like to lose any case, and on this 
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ROLANDO ARCADIO MASFERRER ROJAS 


’’occasion the Court of Appeals did not accept 
our arguments in favor of the accused, as 
political commentators, we cannot help reflect- 
ing on conditions existing in this country, 
where an individual like 8TOKELY CARMICHAEL, 
the so-called Negro leader who goes to Cuba 
and conspires with FIDEL CASTRO to promote 
subversion in this country, who conspires 
from State to State, from City to City, who 
urges vandalism, destruction of property, 
burning and murder, who promotes the transfer 
of arms and illegal propaganda from one country 
to another and in spite of this, has never been 
tried in a Federal Court. While ROLANDO MASFERRER 
and other Cubans are condemned for violating the 
Neutrality Laws. One asks oneself if these 
Neutrality Laws are only for the Cubans?" 



On August 20, 1969, MASFERRER was interviewed 
at the offices of "Libertad" and advised that he had been 
threatened by HUMBERTO TRUEBA, who resented an article 
which MASFERRER had published in "Libertad" concerning the 
criminal activities of TRUEBA. MASFERRER said, however, 
that TRUEBA, after threatening to kill him for publishing 
the article, withdrew and has not bothered MASFERRER since. 

MASFERRER said that' he and his friends continue 
to hold meetings at the offices of "Libertad," discussing 
various aspects of the Cuban situation, but at the present 
time, be personally has no plans for any type of military 
activity.

On April ?1, 1975, ROLANDO MASFERRER , 1401 S. W. 

1st Street, Miami, Florida, was interviewed by Special Agents 
of the FBI. MASFERRER furnished the following information: 


He expects changes in Cuba because of the failure 
of the American foreign, policy in Portugal, the Middle East, 
and Southeast Asia. The Russians have bought time and are 
being cautious. They are afraid of a hardening of the 
American position toward Russia and a crisis in detente. 
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Re : ROT ANDO MASFERRER ROJAS 


MASFERRER feels that KISSINGER must leave the State 
Department. CASTRO is an informed and daring man. He 
knows that a collision between Washington and Moscow 
could cost him his power and his life. As MASFERRER 
understands CASTRO, he would be willing to step down this 
year. He has been making friendly gestures toward the 
United States and the exiles. He is trying desperately 
to improve his image, to make himself acceptable. He has 
always dreamed of being independent of the Russians. Thp 
fights with the "microfraccion" should not be forgotten,’ 
or the prison in Havana with over a hundred Communist 
leaders who support Moscow. CASTRO had to give way for a 
time, under the pressure of the Russians. But now, he feels 
economically safe, and is returning to his ideas of 
independent Socialism. 

There are people who feel that CASTRO has gone 
a long way in a year of secret conversations with the 
United States Government, lie cannot go back. 


MASFERRER is against terrorism in the United States. 
He says that only a few Cubans take part in these desperate 
actions, because they are afraid that the United States 
will again abandon tnem, as they abandoned Southeast Asia. 
They are impressed by the internet! onal position of YASIR 
ARAFAT, who was received like a hero at the United Nations. 
Sometimes, according to MASFERRER, terrorism is the only 
alternative for small countries to make themselves heard. 


MASFERRER does not feel that many people from 
Miami will go to Washington for the march against the 
Organization of American States (OAS). The fare is too 
expensive i More people will probably go from New Jersey 
and New York. The leaders of the march are conservative, 
and some even rich. 


MASFERRER feels that CASTRO will not wait for 
his protectors to sell him out. He will sell himself, first, 
and ne will wait to make a political comeback. He has a lot 
of money. He i6 impressed by vhat PERON did in Argentina.

PRI n is a beaten man (CAR10S PRIO SOCARRAS), and it appears 
that he will rot become a great political leader in exile. 
Great leaders are produced in times of revolutions and wars. 

It is oossible, according to MASFERRER, that CASTRO 
would like to be‘ like TITO. TITO is the result of historic 
events and the geography and peculiarities of Yugoslavia. 
CASTRO could be like that, too. But he would be a more 
vulnerable TITO. He does not live in the Balkans, on the 
other side of the ocean. He lives within sight of Florida. 

He is not a true Communist. He set up a Central Committee 
according to his desires, with people who are loyal only 
to him. MASFERRER states it would not surprise him if, 
eight years after the re-establishment of democracy in 
Cuba, CASTRO were to run in elections. MASFERRER states 
that he knows his country. Today, BATISTA would win an * 
election for the first time. In politics, everything is 
a matter of comparison. .There is not only the example of 
PEROM--PEREZ JIMENEZ and ROJAS PINILLAS were able to regain 
their strength in Venezuela and Colombia. Nothing is 
impossible in Matin America. 

MASFERRER states that he has weekly political- 
discussions with his friends, and expresses his views in 
"Libertad," a weekly Cuban newspaper published at 1401 S. W. 
1st Street. He seeks ideological cohesion in future groups. 
They should be able to handle weapons. MASFERRER has a 
group ot twenty men who practice with the R-15, a semi- 
automatic rifle, at the Trail Glades Range. All in all, 
he has about 200 men who are experienced with weapons. 

They may be needed for the future security of Cuba. The 
time for small expeditions has passed. 
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
